S\>- PiEGO, March 7. — One of the best 
laid traps yet discovered in this city to 
Ewindle a purchaser of real estate, and in- 
volving a forged deed and perjury, was 
accidentally discovered yesterday by .1. M. 
Clark, who was about to pay over %2'2:tO lor 
a worthless piece of paper. So cunningly 
had the srhomc been wurkeii that no ?us- 
picions whatever had been raised until tne 
last moment, when Clark, by asking a 
question, laid the whole thing bare. Some 
weeks ago Clark was offered three lots on 
Florence Heights for $2300. He accepted 
the offer and put ap a $50 deposit. 

Yesterday at I o'clock ho was to pay over 
the balance and get a grant deed. It ap- 
peared that the owner, B. Etcheverry, had 
made a deed in San Francisco on Septem- 
ber lf>, ISM, conveyinf: the imipcrty to 
Frank Etheridpe of tiiis city for $10. This 
deed was sent to the Merchants' National 
Bank here with instructions to deliver it 
to Etheridge on payment of $2300, less 
$112 SO for commissions. Clark was as- 
sured that Etheridge would take up the 
deed, convey the property to him by grant 
deed and place them both on record, thus 
completing tlie tran!<actien. 

It now develops that the deed was forged, 
Etcheverry having been in France for 
nearly two years. Etheridge and J. 
Walmer, another real estate man here, 
from whose list the property was obtained, 
both appeared in a bad light, and it is 
alleged that the deed was signed here and 
latier acknowledged by some one imperson- 
ating Etcheverry before John F. Lyons, a 
notar}' public of ifan Francisco. As he^ 
could not have known the person, the lat- 
ter must have been introduced to him by 
aome one in the conspiracy to defraud, and 
whose identification will complete the 
chain of evidence needed to convict three 
or four men of felony. 

Several other fraudulent transactions 
ha— li— II liiuunht to light during the day 
liUeii aoake it probable that a aaaiohing 
inquiry will not be lacking in MBolta.

Kellett shot and dangerously wouQded 
Nettie Jones this evening and then put a 
bullet through his own brain. The scene 
of the tragedy was Rose Cottage, a house 
notorious from one end of this valley to 
the other. The woman, who had been liv- 
ing with Kellett, came here from hos An- 
geles a week ago. Kellett, who lives in 
' Ix)8 Angeles, arrived here Tuesday and 
urged her to return. She refused. He 
called at noon to-day, and they remained 
in the room till the shooting occurred. No 
quarreling was heard. Tlie woman re- 
ceived one bullet in the cheek and another 
in the abdomen. Kellett'a death wound 
was In the temple. 

Kellett was a horse. trainer and sporting 
nan, aged 27 years. A few minntes after 
the shooting there was a very dramatic 
scene when Minnie Kellett, sister of the 
guici<ip. who is an inmate of the house, re- 
turned from a ride and found her brother 
dead by his own hand. The wounded 
woman has made no statement, but the in- 
ference is that Kellett again importuned 
her to return, she refused again and tben 
he fired. _

Vacavilii, Match 7.— That the present 
season will be an early one for fruit is 
demonstrated by the fact that ripe cherries 
are now t)cing .sent from here. The first 
box of eherries of the purple Guigncs vari- 
ety was sent to ^^acranu■nto Monday to As- 
Eerablyman H. M. Uassford, they having 
been taken from his trees. By next week 
several boxes will be ready for CaUfomia 
and Eastern markets. 

The fruit prosfiect in general in this great 
fruit center is .juite flattering at present, 
with the e.xception of the apricot crop. 
Trees of this variety were well tilled witli 
blossoms, hut from the cause of some un- 
known affection they failed to s^t. On 
some trees nearly every fruit hml has 
fallen, while on others not one-fourth re- 
main. Young trees, however, are all right, 
and on them the young apricot is well set, 
but as there are not many yotmg orchards 
this will not have much effect on the total 
yield. Careful estimate.s have been made, 
and it is generally conn ded that there will 
not be one-third of a rrop. 

There are pood pro.-i'i'cls of a lar;.'e peach 
crop. The blossoms jre well distributed 
uijtl are setting firm. This can also be said 
of nearly every other variety, but it is too 
early to make positive aasertions, espe- 
cially on the prune crop in general, as this 
fruit not unfraqnently dropa after it is half 
grown. 

Kapa, March 7.— .Vbout one month ago 
Charles W. Plass, a wealthy fanner of this

Finding cf a Woman's Leg Re- 
calls Mrs. Hoffman's Dis- 
appearance. 



Authorities Resume Work on a 
Strange Arroyo Seco 
Case. 



Los AxGELES, March ".—Mrs. Etta Hoff- 
man, wife of Philip L. Hoffman, a butcher 
residing at Arroyo Seco, has long been 
missing from her home and cannot be 

found. 

Mrs. Hoffman was a yotmg and rather 
handsome woman of about 25 years of age. 
It waa one evening during the latter part 
of October, 18M, that Hoffman came to the 
house of Mrs. Walbridge. his mother-in- 
law, and st.ited that his wife had suddenly 
left him. Since that time the missing wife 
has not been seen or heard from. When 
Hoffman called on Mrs. Walbridge to tell 
the new* of the eiidden disappearance of 
the woman aeted strangely and ap- 
peared to be giMtly excited, ataftsrward 
paid jeveral visits to the home of Ua 
mother-in-law, and .shortly after one of 
these a note came to Mrs. Walbridge 
signed "Etta, ' in which the writer re- 
quested her mother to deliver a photo- 
graph to the bearer. It is now not believed 
that this note was written by Mrs. Hoff- 
man, but that murder is behind the affair, 
and that the woman's leg found in the 
heap of debris on Broadway a few days ago 
belongs to the body of Hoffman's wife. 

During their short period of married life 
the Hoffnuius had many qtiarrels. Their 
home in Arroyo Seco, which is located 
about two miles outside of the city limits, 
was the scene of many bitter wordy en- 
counters, and the story that the wife had 
left her huaband did not create much sur- 
prise at the time Hoffman told his story. 
As the days went by and months passed 
and the missing woman did not return 
her relatives became suspicious and em- 
plr.yed detectives to work on the case. 
Absolutely no clew was discovered which 
would lead to information as to the where- 
abouts of Mrs. Hoffman, and the othcers 
were inclined to give up the search when 
the leg was unearthed in a back yard the 
other day. 

Is the mortified limb a part of the dead 
body of the young butcher's wife? That 
is the question which the authorities are 
now trying to determine.

SETHOUB'S BILL A TEXT. 



Urging the Creation of a State 
Board of Charities and 
Corrections. 

PBESEHI WASTEFUL METHODS. 



The Numerous Expensive Boards in 
Existence He Says Should at 
Once Be Abolished. 



S.\ni.^MF.NTO, March ".— Onvernor Rudd 
transmitted a message to the Senate and 
Assembly to-night strongly requesting the 
Legislature to pass the bill introduced by 
Senator Seymour, providing for a State 
board of charities and corrections, which 
should displace the various boards con- 
trolling the different insane asylums and 
reiorniatories. 

The liovernor refers to his inaugural ad- 
dress, in which he called attention to the 
heavy taxation In California and the great 
expense of the State government in Cali- 
fornia as compared with those of other 
commonwealths. He declares that the 
asylum reports show that the cost for the 
various institutions for the insane is dis- 
lir.iiwrtiouate to the costs of other States. 

He reconimends the atjolition of the local 
boards, and concludes wil h a strong request 
for the passaire of the 1)111. 

The text of the message is as follows: 

To the Senate and Asaembly of the Stale of 
Californin: In my Inaugural address delivered 
to your honorable bndif- I culled Httcntloii lo 
the extravapance nf our S;aie vjoveriiment and 
to the high rate of e.\isting taxation. I made 
a comparison in tliat address between the ex- 
penses of California and those of the other 
prliicliiRl .States of the Union, showhig by 
tallies presented thai while California in popu- 
lation was twenty-second, in the matter of 
total expenditures It ranked fourth. 

In that inaugural I also called your attention 
to the reports of the Superintendent of the 
Napa Lun&tic .\fylum and the former Super- 
intendent of the i^tockton Lunatic Asylum, 
showing the large number of persons therein 
maintained, who, nnder the law, shonld not be 
inmates nf ih"se institutions. I said In this 
coiMH ction, af;cr indieatiog the great dispro- 
piirilon between tin- expenses of California and 
(Uher States of the Union: 

a Ht/'p In the dfrectlon indtcated I woilM 
rccomni'Miil a hill bi^ i>iisscil nhdHshinc r-.xistinir 
uyliim bourrisft;i«l provirtinK for r>rif luin-i'ftrusaii 
board nf from si'Vi-a [o nliifr iiifnihers [o <'Oii:roI lh>' 
enlirt' synu-m of lunatic asylums, with powt^r to 
employ oac eeOfraU super^'lJlUQC head, who stiftll 
an «xi>en and not otherwlM «onnected wicb any of 
the InstUutlonB. The saving by sucb a system 
wonid h« large, and local persuaalon and influence 
conld circumvent neither the expert nor the sen- 
eral board. 

Since my inauguration and In the discharge 
of my dntles as Governor I have more fully In- 
vestigated the institutions and affairs of the 

State than was possible prior thereto. I have 
dl.scovered ample proof of all I said in that ad- 
dress and that its stotementB were far short of 
the actual facts. 

A bill was Introduced, without suggestion 
frnm myself, by Senators and Assemblymen of 
the Slate, KoiiiK l«yiiii(l eyeii the rccnmmenda- 
tionsof my address, which hill, in my belief, if 
adopted by this I.egislatnre, with sueh amend- 
ments as It may deem proper, would save to the 
State hundreds of thousands of dollars each 
year. I refer to the Senate bill known as the 
Pendleton bill (No. U9;i). 

In another portion of my address I spoke as 
follows: 

The extraordinary increase In tbe nnmber of our 
lunatic asylums and other State Institutions had 
Us origin In two causes: First, the desire ot raem- 
bfrsof the Ijegislature from particular sections to 
siTiin the iipproval of their cotistifjents by con- 
ferring upon them certain supposed lieneflts, and 
tbe ooDseqdent IniqaltOQS system of trading to 
which this gave rise. 

These observations, first, as to the enneavor 
nf :he nil tubers of the lieglslatnre to secure 
the apjiroyal of their constituents at the ex- 
pense of the people at large, and second, local 
persuasion and influence exerted upon them, 
have been put to the test in this Legislature 
and have been e.veini»lilied in the considera- 
tion of the so-called Seymour-Pendleton bill. 

We have seen In the corridors of the Capitol 
either tbe trustees of the varions Instltntions 
affected by these biUa or their representatives 
using every inttuenoe within their power for 
the purpose of defeating the measures. We 
have seen local boards of trade and local mer- 
chants not only appealing to the members 
from their re»iiective localities for the defeat 
of these meoKures, but even demanding that 
the measures be withdrawn. 

When local communities or the hnslness men 
of leading towns publith to the Legislature and 
to the world that they demand that their rep- 
resentatives In the I>t>iri«lature shall abRtidon 
measures of this nature because of threatened 
lOBSOf btuiness it is a virttukl admission that 
the loss to the localities would be a saving to 
the taxpayers of the State and constitute a 
yf'ry stroiip reason why the proposed legisla- 
tion shouM be adopted. While these boards 
of trade and other like bmlies are making such 
strenuous efforts before the Legislature, I fall 
to find one recommendation emanating from 
them in the interest of economy. 

The Board of Examiners of this State, of 
which tbe Attorney-General and Secretary of 
State, both upright Republicans, are members, 
will bear out the executive in his statement 
that the extravaf^ance of these institutions and 
the burdens placed upon the people by their 
mismanagement are things go far beyond the 
conception o^ tbe people that, if known, they 
would create a storm of general indignation 
which would cause local trustees and local 
merchants to pause before assaying to dictate 
to the I.erisbitiirc what ought to be done in the 
intere<ii nf ii,,- ].i-ni.I('. 

The iuve.siigation made by the Board of Ex- 
aminers show that but few Institutions are not 
in violation of the letter and spirit of the law, 
misapplying public funds,ln some places us- 
ing the inaitiscnrtiice fund for the purpose of 
making purchases and Improvements, and in 
others spending money for the State In luxur- 
ies for the heads ot the departments such as 
would not be contemplated by any jndietal 
regulation, and in still other.s maintaining 
many inmates that shonld not be there. 

The maintenance of State officers, housed ftnd 
eared for at the expense of the people, is an 
item in the list of extravagances of no small 
importance. The Attorney-tJeneral, the Secre- 
tary of State, the Surveyor-General and other 
officials of equal abiUtv, who are elected by tbe 
people, receive but $3000 a year to maintain 
themselves, whereas persons selected for Im- 
portant positions in Stale Institutions by local 
boards aro allowed larger salaries by these 
boards, and are maintained in luznry at the 
expense of the State. 

This measure that I now recommend to you 
ha> no politics in it, but i.s a proposition of 
such great Importance to the people and will 
work so great a saving to them that I feel even 
at this late hoar of fltewHtoh called upon to 



urge its passage, so that something may be 
done to change the existing state of affairs in 
California and give the people some relief, for 
which they are asUns, and to whloh they are 
entitled. 

I hope yon will pass this measure, and thot I 
may not be compelled in the fiiliire, In the 
selection of boards of trustees of the institu- 
tions affected by It, to select three men who 
win be members of each and every board, and 
thereby, under the law, constitute a Board of 
Charities la fset, although not In 



IGNORES THE MESSAGE. 



Virtual Defeat of the Bill the 
Governor Wanted. 



P.\rR.\MESTo, March 7. — No fiercer con- 
test hag been waged this session than that 
which was precipitated upon the Assem- 
bly this evening the message from 

Governor Budd. 

Pendleton's bill, identical with that of 
Senator Seymour's, v. Iiich gives a board of 
three commissiniiers the entire controling 
power of the Mcndi>cino, Najia, Stockton, 
Af:iiews and the .Southern California asy- 
lums for the insane, the Industrial Home 
fui the Adult Blind at Oakland, the Deaf , 
Dumb and Blind Asylum at Berkeley, the 
Home for Feeble-minded Children, the 
Whittier school and Preston School of In- 
dustry at lone, has been awaiting action 
on the urgency file for some time. It gives 
these three commissioners power to engage 
all employes and buy all supplies. 

Naturally such a bill would be repardcd 
with suspicion when coming to a Kepub- 
lican Legislature from a Democratic Gov- 
ernor. It was natural that the Democrats 
shonld try to advance the measure, but 
when Republicans tried to give the Gov- 
ernor the power of appointing a commis- 
sion that would control more patronage 
than tlie (invernor himself the House 
called a halt and it did so by 4.1 ayes to 25 
noes. The roll call ,i- f Hows:

This vote was taken on a proposition by 
Ilubcr of Los Aniieles to strike out the 
section of the bill enumerating the institu- 
tions over which the commissioners were 
to exercise control. 

It is hardly probable that the bill would 
have come up had it not been for the Gov- 
ernor's message. While the orgency file 
was beingconstaered the Sergeant-at-Arms 
announced a message from the Governor. 

Vnder pressure of this statement, Pen- 
dleton had his measure considered out of 
order. 

This aroused Hubsr. He objected to 
takiii}.' the measure up out of order. "The 
frentleman from Los Angeles was in the 
House last night live' tjiinutcs before the 
bill was called last night," he said, "Five 
minutes after it had bean passed on the 
tile because of his ainence, he returned. 
This it seems to me la vet7 significant, 
wlien we c .tisider that the bill is eagerly 
biout;ht forwarrl as soon as the Governor's 
messapc with its covert threat arrives." 

Pcnilleton protested that there were no 
politics in the bill. He urged that it was 
for economy's sake. One concessiou he 
t'ladly agreed to. This was an amend- 
ment providing that no more than two of 
tbe Commissioners should be of the same 
political belief. 

Thomas of Nevada also joined in defense 
of the bill. He told how costly the present 
boards of directors were and of the im- 
mense saviii}; that would follow having 
three directors for all the homes instead of 
five for each one. 

Huber wanted to amend by striking out 
the 'Whittier School, and then moved to 
strike out the whole of section 6, ennmer- 
atinp the schools to be governed by the 
new lx)ard. This would, of course, be equiv- 
alent to killing tbe bUL 

Xorth of Alameda and Spencer of Lassen 
suiiported Huber. 

IJachman. Keid and Latigenour, all Dem- 
ocrats, made stirring .speeches in favor of 
the bill. 

Jones of Stockton denounced thebill as 
most iniquitous. The Democratic Gov- 
ernor, by trying to force his will upon the 
Assembly, he said, was following closely 
in the footsteps of Prendent Cleveland. 

Nelson, Wade and Waymire also opposed 
the blU. 

Laugcnonr said that the present Boards 
of Directors discriminated in favor of local 
merchants. This he thought the commis- 
sion woiilri correct. 

Then the amendment was voted upon 
and section five killed. 

A consultation was held between the ad- 
vocate? of the hill. At lent;th Laupenour 
gave notice that he would "reconsider the 
vote by which the bill had been killed." 

Upon a point of order being raised he 
changed his motkm. This time he gave 
notice of his intention on the next Legis- 
lative day to consider the vote by which 
the amendment was lost. Again a point 
of order was called upon him. As the con- 
sideration had to he ruled on this evening 
he kncwtiie House was atjainst him. 

.•\nother hole was punched in the bill by 
striking out the tenth section, orderinR the 
State Treasurer to turn over all moneys to 
the commissioners when they should be 
appointed. 

Then further consideration of the bill 
was postponed till to-morrow. 

LIEU UNDS INVESTIGATION. 

Governor Budd Seeks Informa- 
tion From Attorney-Gen- 
eral Wright.

Sacramento, March 7.— In the Assembly 
this afternoon there was a long debate on 
bill 561, the idea of which came from the 
San Francisco Board of Trade, proposing 
to lesaen the amount of expenses Decessary 
for an insolvent debtor to tarn over his 
goods to his creditors. The bill is the work 
of the Judiciiiry Committee, and was the 
result of long, hard work by men who rec- 
ognized the viciousnesa of the present sys- 
tem. 

But the word went around that the hill 
was intended to give the "rich merchants 
of San Franciaco" a lever with which to 
pay their bills. It was on this ground 
alone that tbe fight was made. 

When the bill first came up Reid of Trin- 
ity had an amendment he wanted accept- 
ed. The law in its present form makes it 
a prima facie evidence of intent to defraud 
if a merchant mortgages any of his prop- 
erty within thirty days of tiie time he goes 
into insolvency. Reid wanted this stricken 
out. He argued that the banks would fear 
to loan money to merchants whose credit 
was shaky, and that the latter wotild often 
be .'orced to the wall when, if they could 
mortsage their property, they would have 
been able to weather the storm. 

Powers of San Francisco spoke of the 
freijuency with which convenient brothers- 
in-law trot prol^erty on mortgage. To 
amend the bill at the present stage of pro- 
ceedings was endangering its passage. He 
thought the gentleman should have put in 
his amendments before, when the bill was 
being carefully consi<lere<i. "The bill is 
only aL'ainst I he ilishoiiest debtor," he said. 
"The deiipjr class cannot be opposed to it, 
since it lessens the amount of expense 
they now have to endure to make a settle- 
ment. The only men who will be injured 
will be lawyers, who will lose fees, and the 
sheriffs, whose bills will be cut down ma- 
terially." 

Bulla of Los Angeles announced that 

every honest debtor would be in favor of 
the bill. "He will no !otiger have to go 
down in ignominy as only paying 10 cents 
on the dollar, because the fees of the 
Sheriff, keepers, assignee and attorneys 
have eaten ap all his property," said he. 
"Instead he will be able to show that he 
was able to return at least 36 or 40 cents." 

Judge Waymire and Mr. Spencer spoke 
in the same line, showing the value of the 
bill and its many terrors for the man who 
would trj- to cheat his creditors. 

Then the prcviims iiuestion was moved. 
Reid wanted ;i ch.'iiice to close the debate, 
but the ruling of the previous question 
shut him out. lleid's amendment was lost. 

Then the question of the passage of the 
bill came up. Not enough votes were cast 
to carry the measure and a call of the 
House was demanded. As soon as the 
doors were closed the real lobbying began. 
It was evident that the pity for the mer- 
chant was only put on. The trouble lay in 
the fact that tlie Sheriffs' lees would be cut 
down. In .San Francisco the peniuisites 
of the Sheriff alone would be cut down at 
least $10,000. The Sheriffs of the smaller 
counties wonld lose porportionately. Of 
course their influence was actively at work, 
and the rumors of an active "sack" grew 
to ominous proportions. 

There were large enough interests at 
stake to give these riitnors the aspect of 
fact and a number of members were forced 
to object to the presence of lobbyists hov- 
ering about the doubtful members. At 
first it was thooghtthe San Francisco dele- 
gation would be solid for the bUL Bettman, 
Dinkelspiel and Powers were foremost 
among those pressing the bill, although 
they were aided materially by all the lead- 
ing attorneys on the floor. 

At last the call of the House was dis- 
pensed with nnd the roll was finished. 
Then it was shown that the bill was passed 
by a vote of 44 to 30. One of the votes in 
the aflirmative was oast by Thomas of 
Nevada, who was actively figkting the bill 
in the interests of the Sheriff of his county. 
He moved a reconsideration for to-morrow. 

The action of those San Francisco mem- 
bers voting against the bill has caused 
much unftivorable comment. The Demo- 
cratic platftirm pledged its members to 
"aid the commercial and mercantile inter- 
ests and avoid unnecessary delays and 
needless expense by passing such amend- 
ments to the insolvent act as would shorten 
the time when assignees might be chosen 
to ten days, and limit the fees and ex- 
penses connected with keeping insolvents' 
assets, prior to the election of assignees, to 
the amount allowed Sheriffs for holding 
property under attachments." The reso- 
lution concluiied: ",\nd we pledge our 
legislative and municipal nominees to 
carry out the spirit of this resolution." 

Coughlin, McCarthy, O'Day and Twigg 
voted against the bill. 

The Reimblican platform pledged its 
legislative candidates to similar measures. 

Boothby, Devitt, Lewis, Merrill, Wilkin- 
son and Zoc( hi votf d against the bilL 

Among the others who opposed the 
measure were: Ash, Cargill, Coleman, Col- 
lins, Gay, Holland, Huber, Hudson, Keen, 
Laugenour, Osborn, Pendleton. Price, 
Reid, Richards, Robinson, Sanford, Staley, 
Stansell and Tibbitts.

Most of these were appropriation bills. 
The passage of the larger part was abso- 
lutely necessary to meet obligations al- 
ready incurred by the State. Other bills 
represent just claims. Measures asking 
for appropriations that are not an urgent 
necessity are very closely scrutinized and 
meet scant courtesy.

Considerable discussion was evoked by 
the question as to whether the hill appro- 
priating 1120,000 for additional buildings 
for the Home for tbe Inebriates at Los An- 
geles should be read a second time. 
Speaker Lynch resigned the chair to speak 
in its favor, showing that it was already 
crowded and that the appropriation had 
been cnt down from $.'.30,i,«iO to its present 
size. The bill passed to its third reading, 

Reid ohjecteii streniionsly to the bill ap- 
propriating $47o0 to pay the California 
Demokrat, a German paper, for printing 
the constitutional amendments last year.

Sacramento, March 7.— An une.xpected 
opposition has arisen to the scheme to 
abolish the life tenure of the Police Com- 
missioners, and to-night the bill was voted 
down in the Assembly. For several days 
it has been known that a vigorotia fight 
would be made against the bill of the Ju- 
diciary Committee. The bill was framed 
by a Republican committee. It is being 
urged by Cutter of Yulia, an ardent Re- 
publican, yet it is being opposed on the 
ground that it is a Democratic measure. 

The San Francisco delegation is divided 
on clear political lines, those voting for the 
proposition being: Coughlin, Devine, 
Dwyer, Healey, McCarthy, O'Cay 
and Twigg, all Democrats. Thoae voting 
against the bill were : Bettman, Boothby, 
Devitt, Dinkelspeil, Dixon, Lewis, Merrill, 
Powers, Wilkinson and Zocchi, all Rebub- 
licans. Ewing, the Pojuilistic Republican, 
voted with the Democrats and then 
changed his vote to "no," in order to move 
a reconsideration. In the total the rote 
stood, 31 to 37. 

There was no fight over the measnre to- 
day. It came up as the special order and 
an unsuccessful attempt was made to stave 
it off. Since this could not be done 
opponents of the measure moved the pre- 
vious question to prevent amendments, de- 
feated a deinand for a call of the House, 
put it on its hnal passage and beat it. 

The truth then appeared. The oppo- 
nents|of the bill^were fighting to perpetuate 
bankers Alford and Tobin in office. The 
friends of the bill think that when the

Fresko, March 7.— The first general gath- 
ering of raisin-growers this' year was held 
in Kutner Hall this afternoon. It was the 
result of a call issued by Thomas K. 
Hughes, F. (;. White. William Han'ey and 
otlier large f.-rowi i'- v.lio for some weeks 
past have been working on plans for a 
raisin combine to take the place of ttiat of 
last year. 

Thomas E. Hughes presided at tlie meet- 
ing, which was well attended by represen- 
tative zaisin-growers. It lasted three hours 
and the recommendations of the projectors 
were tmanimonaly supported. Several 
representatives from Kings County were 
present. 

The marketing of the crops is to be in 
the ab.Hilute Control of a committee com- 
posed of one or more delegates friun each 
district. The sole power to represent a 
district wiH be left to the delegate. The 
central committee will meet often during 
the season, and will determine the prices 
and styles of packing. The receipts from 
sales are to be divided among the packing 
districts in proportion to the number of 
boxes of raisins each house has ready for 
shipment. No one who is not a grower 
can belong fo the comiiine. 

-\s the packers iheni-elves elect the 
members of the executive committee there 
will be no chance for commisrion men to 
gain cotitroL 

T. C. White, a raisin-grower and promi- 
nent banker, is confident that the^oney 
necessary for building the packing-houses, 
holding goods, etc., can be obtained from 
the local banlu. One dollar a ton will be 
taken from the pack of each district to pay 
the cost of building the jiacking-house of 
each liistrict. Five dollar- a ton can be 
saved to the growers by packing their own 
raisins. This single item means a saving 
of 1200,000 to the growers of the valley. 

A mass-meeting was called for Satiuday, 
?.farch 16, and meetings will be held all 
over this and adjoining "counties before 
that time, to discuss the proposed plan. 

T. C. White, ("olin fhisholm, Jacob 
Vogel and William Harvey were appointed 
to draft a constitution am! set of by-laws 
which wil! be di-Tibutcl widely before the 
mass-meeting. The feeling among growers 
is much better than for a long time past. 

Prom .lannary, 1891, to January, 1895, 
there were shipped from Fresno, Kings, 
Tulare and Madura counties about :t700 
cars of raisins. Of these a large part bore 
the seal of the "State of California liaisin 
(irowers' and Puckers' C'oiupany." Tlie 
total shipment for last year was Ji"! i ar> 
greater than that of the preceding year. 
Ninety per cent of the growers of the four 
counties named entered last year's com- 
bine, but of these 140O gnnrera only SiSO 
actually bought stock. 

During the season thirteen official in- 
spectors were i- in ployed to oversee the 
packing in the different houses. It i-t >:en- 
erally believeil that last year's l omliiiie 
was a failure because the commis-^ion men 
were allowed to control the organization. 
After an existence of a lew months it 
broke up. 

Five or six years ago raisins breaght the 
grower 5 cents a pound, cash being paid at 
the time of delivery to the packing-house. 

Last year many growers received only 
enough to pay the actual cost of picking. 
Cash sales have brought only from 1 to 2 
cents lor the linest raisins, and a number 
of growers have fed their crops to hogs. 

The recomnienclations of the jirojectors 
of the new combine are as follows: 

]. That ft oo-'ipprative riiisin-pttcking com- 
pany be formed In each raisin district. 

That snch co-operative company afaall con- 
sist of raisin-growers only, who i&all 1>e 
pledged to oppose the pieaent system of mar- 
ketiu!; the crop throngh the eomnilsilon 
packer. 

3, That each co-operative company when 
formed shall officiate with a central marketing 
committee, which committee shall consist oi 
one iiiemlKT to be selected t>y each fd tlie attil- 
iated co-operative eompanies. Su<-h committee 
shall market all raisins that arc packed hy its 
tributary ]>ackiug compaiiiea direct with the 
Eastern wholesale trader for cash, and not, as 
heretofore, through the agency of Sastern 
broken). 

5. That each grower shall be entitled to re- 
ceive from his paclcingcompanyon the security 
of his crop ail aiivaiice sufficient to enable him 
to pick, and when tile croj> is delivered at the 
packing house he shall t)C entitled to a further 
advance not to exceed in all 50 per cent of the 
market Talue. 

G. That each district be encouraged to bnlld 
packing houses as near to the railroad as pos- 
sible, which packing houses, together with the 
neoeisary machinery, should not cost more 
thaavaooo.

Steamship Havel Goes 
Aground in Gedneys; 
Channel 



All Efforts op Tugs to Release 
THE Big Vessel Made 
IN Vain. 



New Yobk, March 7.— The North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamship Havel went ashore 
on the north shore of Oedney's channel 
early to-night, while entering the harbor. 
Most of the passengers were asleep and no 
excitement prevailed. .\t the time of the 
accident Pilot ('oiiuer was in charge. The 
engines were reversed when the buoy 
marking the entrance of the channel was 
observed alongside the vessel, whose stern 
fell off to port, and before her headway 
could be stopped she ran agroimd on the' 
bar north of the outer buoy which indi- 
cates'the entrance to the channel. The ice 
in the harbor had again made useless the 
electric lamps, and the buoy not being 
liLihted. was not seen until too late to pre- 
\'c!it the steaiii-.hip ;^'r< miidi ng. The en- 
gines were at once reversed at full speedj 
but failed tn iiKivc the vessel. 

When the tiae began to fall the Havel 
listed heavily to the starboard. Eigh^togs 
were soon alongside the steamer in 
readiness to assist in floating her at high 
tide. There were 185 cabin and^271 steer- 
age passengers on the boat. 

The steamboat George Starr and another 
side-wheel steamer took off some of the 
passengers during t!ic afternoon. One of 
the crew said that the Havel Lay in a very 
bad position, laying northeast, with her 
bows toward Bockaway. At low water 
her bow below the water mark showed ten 
feet of water, and her stem propeller was 
half out of the water. 

.\t4:30 o'clock this afternoon, when it 
was liigh water, the tugs repeatedly pulle<l 
<iu the steamer, but their united efforts, 
with tlie assistance of the steamer's en- 
gines, did not succeed in getting her off. 

At U V. M. a dispatch from Sandy Hook 
said the position of the vessel was un- 
changed and that the tngs were leaving her. 

Among the saloon passengers on tlie 
Havel are twelve officers of the Japanese 
army, who have been ordered home by 
their Government. Theyhave been study- 
ing the tactics of the German army in 
liermany for some time past. They will 
start for Japan via San Francisco.

Baltixobe, March 7. — Captain Glori 
gives his side of the existing trouble with 
Fitzsimmons in about the following words: 

"Fitzsimmons and I realized before the 
company was organized that if he could 
force Champion Corbett to make a match 
with him we would make money with 
a show with which he was connected. 
When the time carae for sipnin^ the 
articles of ajireement and putting up the 
first stake deposit of J2o00 we had cleared 
$1500 with oar show already, |7S0of which, 
of coarse, was mine according to the 
partnership agreement. I then skirmished 
around and got a friend to advance ns 
$10(X), making the required sum for the 
first depKisit. 

"The sh'.'W continued successfully, and 
there was n.^t much trouble in f^aiiierin^ i 
the second Ji')0<i. Meanwhile we reached 
St. Louis. Fitzsimmons was throwing' 
away all the money we made, in the most : 
reckless fashion. He was spending from 
$eO to $S0 a week on hotel hiUs alone. He 
bought a diamond ring costing $.?.tO and 
clothes worth $650. To aggravate matters 
he had himself interviewed in several 
cities, and stutdi that all the money on 
dejiosil with the stakeholders for his match 
with Corbett was his alone. I spoke to 
him about this and his extravagance. 
Then it was that he turned on me and 
used epithets that I could not afford to 
notice. 

"He wanted me to break the agreement 
with him. This I consented to dcp if lir 
would only refund the $T.tO which I had 
in the original stake. I got the richest 
cursing I ever heard for my jiains. Xow 
comes the statement from Fitzsimmons 
that he has dissolved the company, of 
which I am half owner, and formed a new- 
one, known as the Martin Julian Specialty 
Company. This, 1 take it, is in contempt 
of the ruling of the Buffalo Judge, and it 
is liable to make trouble for my ex-friend 
from Australia. 

"Fitzsimmons is ai ting the part of an in- 
pratc. For four nionihs he was without a 
cent. I housed and fed liirn out of pure 
pity Jor his condition, and after I ad- 
vanced him moneyto start out on the road 
again he takes the earliest opportunity to 
throw me down. Bat that is not of con- 
cern to the outside public." 

Fitzsimmons says: "Glori's comments 
in reference to my meeting Corbett are be- 
neath contempt and need no reply. In 
lJuffalo a receiver was appointed, t'aplain ' 
(rlori l)eing notified of my desire £jr a i 
termination of our agreement. The court 
directed that Captain Glori could not pre- 
vent my playing for any one else, and that 
be (Olori) wonld have to look to his legal 
right for damages, if he suffered any by 
the contract not being carried out. 

"The organization made money each 
week, with the exception of two, the pro- 
ceeds being divided. These weeks, when 
we were short, Mrs. Fitzsimmons, from 
her own pocket, loaned the concern the 
money to meet the necessary expenses. 

"Thereis|760of the side bet which be- 
longs to Qrloii. Of this 1500 was borrowed, 
and this has been paid back. On more 
than one occasion I have offered to repay 
his $750, and if he will call on my attorney 
in this city to-morrow it can he very 
readily arranged. My contract with the 
Martin .Tulian .'Specialty Company is sim- 
ply as a ]ierformer. If he pays me my sal- 
ary weekly in advance I will perform for 
him, but not otherwise. The articles 
OlcHi says I published for myself^ind my 
wife with the proceeds of the show were 
paid for oat of my wife's income, and his 
statement is abeolately false and ma- 
licious."

lAwyer Guthrie So Argues Be- 
fore the Supreme 
Court.

Companies In New York Exempted 
Purposely by the Wordlns of 
the Act. 



AVasiiiswTon. Manh 7.— The Supreme 
Court 'iiii not reacli the iiu-onie-tax cases 
until .'! o'clock to-day. wlicn \V. I), (lutlirie 
was recognir.ed to open the case for the ap- 
pellants. He appeared especially for 
Messrs. Pollock and Hyde, who appealed 
their cases against the Farmers' and Conti- 
nental Trust companies of New York from 
the decision of the United States Court of 
Appeals for the southern district of New 
York. Mr. Outhrie devoted liiniself to an 
outline of the arLiimont proposed to be 
made by the cmn-el fc.rtlic appellant' and 
bad not coni Inded whi ii Ilie c^ irt at 4 
o'clock adjonrned for the day. He stated 
they would depend principally upon show- 
ing that the iiresent income-tax law was 
vnconstitutional because of its want of uni- 
formity, and quoted at length from the 
provision 'if the huv t . sli.uv that the tax 
fa not unii'cra, c<inti nii;r;i; t' .i; t' lneress 
had no ri^lit under the constitution to 
levy a tax for the duty, excise or import, 
which was variable or lacking in uniform- 
ity as to individuals and corporations, be- 
canse it was the ftmdamental rule that 
burdens in these respects should be equal 
«pon all. 

Onthrie said the two cases against the 
trust companies were very similar, but that 
he would devote himself principally to the 
Pollock ca>e, bocause in that case the in- 
terests involved were greater than in the 
other, hut while this company conducts an 
immense business its business is one which 
might be carried on as well by a private 
partnership as by a stock company, in 
which case it would be exempt under the 
laws from the income tax. 

He said Pollock was a shareholder in 
this company, the net income or profits of 
which during the past year, subject to the 
income tax. exceeds $.'JiAi.i.«:«i. of wliich 
|50,fl00 represents rents of real estate and 
about $60,000 investments in niuuicipal 
bonds, which Utter investment could not, 
he claimed, be taxed under a former de- 
cision of the Supreme Court. Gntbrie 
asserted that the provision of the law ex- 
emptint; all incomes under $4000 would 
cause it to fall u[>on less than 2 per cent of 
the jH'piilatu.n of the fnited States and 
the law was theref.jri- ( lass leL'islation. He 
also showed that the ta.x ^va~ not uniform 
as regards corporations, of which a favored 
class were exempted, lu, for instance, 
mati)^ iaauance companies and building 
associations, as well as partnerships and 
religious and benevolent institutions. 

As to the exemption of churches, benev- 
olent concerns, etc., conns*-! would have 
nothing to say. as there was enough in the 
other exemptions in cases where the ex- 
emptions were in the interest of share- 
holders, though called by another name, 
to alTord sufBcient text for all they could 
say. As illustrative of the effect of the 
operation of the law be pointed out that an 
individual owning real estate bringing an 
income of $8000 would pay $80 in taxes, 
while a corporation would be required to 
pay double that amount. He also in- 
stanced the case of a partnership of five 
peraons doing a business amounting to 
$50,000 a year which would be required to 
pay no tax, while a corporation composed 
of the same persons would be compelled to 
pay $600. In a word, be said, the applica- 
tion of the law woold vary according to 
ownership. 

The corporation was only an p.L _ re(ration 
of individuals, and in moil cc rj ■orations a 
]>art, at least, of the stock, was owned by 
the middle classes. Guthrie dwelt upon 
the exemption in the interest of the build- 
ing and loan associations, who were, he 
■aid, relieved of tbe annual payment of 
1600,000, and whose assets, it has been 
asserted, were greater than the combina- 
tion of all the national banks. All men 
would have to do to evade the operations 
of the law would be to organize buiiding 
and loan associations. He argued if the 
present law should be held to be constitu- 
tional, Coneress could levy a duty of 25 per 
cent on tl>e imports of individuals and of 
fSO per omt of tiiose of corporations, or if 
the sentiment in Congress should change, 
it oonid as easily reverse the process and 
taTOr the corporations. The principle 
would be the same. 

Referring to the exemption made in the 
interests of mntiial insurance cr^mjianies, 
he asserted that in the United .States there 
were 1900 such companies and that of 
these 1600 were doing bmriness on the mn- 
tnal plan, and be said in New York alone 
the wording of the act exempting such 
companies would relieve a thousand mil- 
lion dollars' worth of property fromjits op- 
eration. The leading mutual insurance 
company would secure the benefit of an 
exemption on its income amounting to 
laOO.OOO per year, while its rival, oreanized 
on the stock plan, would have to pay its 
income tax. This advantage was given in 
the law, he asserted, simply because some 
one wanted to favor some particular mu- 
tual company. 

Taking up the provision of the constitu- 
. tlon requiring nniforniity in levying im- 
ports, taxes, etc., he n fiitcd the ai>'nment 
tliat the Word iiniforii; 'y was meant to 
have only a geographical application to 
prevent discriminating in &vor of one 
State as against another, but contended it 
was meant to aecore eqiiality of taxation. 

Guthrie will resume his ai|;amentat 12 
o'clock to-morrow.

AV.\SHiNGTON. Marcli 7.— -Vnomalous as it 
may appear. American cloth is being sold 
in the English markets and right in the 
center of the Kiigli'^ii chitii-nianufacturing 
districts. United Slates Consul Meeker, 
who has reported the fact to tbe State De- 
partment, says this seems to justify the 
predictions made at the time of the pas- 
sage of the Wilson tariff act. He states 
that « representative of an American 
house has been buying Knglisli <'lotli in 
Kngland and has at the >anie time been 
selling cloth there. The .\nierican cloth 
is woolen stuff suitable for coating and 
men's suiting, selling at from 60 to 60 
cents per yard.' The English merchants 
pronounce jt to be superior cloth for the 
grade, made of short wool and cannot see 
how it can be produced and sold for the 
price.

An Item Xjeft Out of On* Appropriation 
at Cleveland'B Kequett, 

WASHiifOTOK, March ".—It transpired to- 
day that the agricultural appropriation bill 
as passed by Congress omits the usual ap- 
jiropriation of $.^»i,iKiO for seeds, to he dis- 
tributed to farmers by members of Con- 
gress. The conferees on this hill received 
a quiet tip from the White House that 
President Cleveland would veto the bill if 
this provision for seed distribution was in- 
cluded. The conferees eliminated this 
item, but made no rep -ort of the same to 
the House and Senate for fear of raising a 
riiw that u.iL'li! en.-huiierthe bill's passage. 
Ttiere is now souie talk among inembers- 
elcct of ho!din_- an investigation into tlii,- 
matter in the next Congress and to place 
the responsibility where it belongs. 



CM SERVICE AMENDMENTS 

Some Important Provisions 
Are approved by the 

PRESroENT. 



Good Character and FArrHFUL 
Work to Figure in Pro- 
motions. 



Washingtok, March 7.— The President 
has approved sundry amenditaents of the 
civil service rules. These amendments 
were largely formal and were made neces- 
sary in consequence of the recent exten- 
sion of the classification in the depart- 
mental service to include messengers, as- 
sistant messengers and watchmen and 
classification of the internal revenue ser- 
vice. One of the amendments gives the 
Civil Service Commission authority in its 
discretion to reject the application or to 
refuse the certification of an applicant who 
has been guilty of a crime or of infamous 
or notoriously disgraceful conduct. Prior 
to this amendment the commission only 
had the power with reference to certifica- 
tion in such ca'cs. 

Age limitations have been prescribed f<jr 
the new classes brought within the clas.-i- 
fied service by the recent extension. Thex- 
limits are for messengers or assistant mes- 
sengers not under 18; for page or mes- 
senger-boy not under 14 nor over 18 years 
of age. 

A further amendment provides for trans- 
fers from the internal revenue service to a 
bureau in the Treasury Department in 
which business relating to the internal 
revenue is transacted and from such a 
bureau to the internal revenue service, this 
amendment being in all respects similar to 
the provision now existing with reference 
to transfers from the customs service to 
the Treasury Department, and from the 
department to the customs si-rvice. A 
proviso has been a<lded which authorizes 
transfers from one department in Wash- 
ington to another without examination. 
This amendment has been made in view of 
the fact that tbe service law has now been 
in operation in departmental service more 
than eleven years, and that a large propor- 
tion of the employes now in these depart- 
ments have entered the service through 
the civil service examinations, and the 
further fact that those who have nm been 
so appointed have had long experience 
and have acquired valuable knowl- 
edge not only of the business 
of the department in which they 
are emplpyed, but of the public service 
generally. In vie w of these consideration s, 
it was believed the time had come when 
transfers from one department to another, 
where the transfer is to he to a place and a 
class of duties similar to those j.erf(irnied 
in the department from which tlie trans- 
fer is made, might be without examina- 
tion and without detriment to the public 
interest. A further amendment to the 
rules provides that persons appointed as 
messengers, assistant messengers, watch- 
men or in any other subordinate capacity 
below the position of clc-k and copvist, 
may be transferred after completing the 
probation of six months, if not debarred 
by age limitations, to any other like sub- 
ordinate positions. But they may not be 
promoted to the position of clerk or copy- 
ist, or to any place the duties of which are 
clerical. An exception is made with re- 
gard to printers' assistants in the Bureau 
of Printing and Engraving, who are only 
eligible to transfer to the grade of opera- 
tives in that b ureau.^ 

KEY. MB. BACBB JUSAFFEABS. 

Thert Ii Much Mystery Connected With 
the Missing Man. 

New York, March 7. — The disappearam e 
of tbe Rev. John Owen Bache, New York 
financial agent of the Union Central Insur- 
ance Company of Cincinnati, is still unex- 
plained. President Pattison of the com- 
pany, who is in charge of Bache's office 
here, said to-day : 

"The more thought I give to this unfor- 
tunate affair the more perpli-.\c-d I hi-coiiK-. 
Our conijiaiiy has all conlidence m the in- 
tegrity of Mr, Rache, and we believe that 
all tl;iugs will right themselves before 
long." 

President Pattison attributed Mr. Bache's 
disappearance to illness. Mr. Bache's pri- 
vate box i n the office safe has not yet been 

opened. Mr. Bache was born in this city. 
His father was a wealthy coal merchant. 
The son inherited considerable property 
from his mother. He was assistant rector 
of Holy Trinity Church under the Kev. 
Staple King's pastorate. He left the min- 
istry to engage in the life insurance busi- 
ness. Bache was related to Bishop Burran 
of Trinity Church, who, it was said, I's a 
descendant of Benjamin Franklin. 

To Close n Texas ItanH. 
Washi.ngtox, March 7. TheComptroIler 
of the Currency has ordered Bank Exam- 
iner Johnson to close up the First Naticui.il 
Bank of Texarkana, Tex. The capital 
stock of the bank is $50,000 ana the liabili- 
ties are $40,000. The stock, however, had 
become impaired and on the failure of the 
stockholders to make good the order to 
cospend was giTwo.

THAEE COUNTS IN THE BILL. 



There Was Evidently No Ground for 
the Bitter Attack on the Wash- 
ington Editor. 



W.^SHINGTON. March ".—The Grand Jury 
of the Supreme Court for the District of 
CoUnnbia has returned an indiciiiicnt for 
criminal libel against Charles A. Dana, ed- 
itor, and William Laffln, publisher, of the 
New York Sun. The presentment was 
formally made to Judge Cole, presiding, by 
the foreman of the jury to-day. It is a 
formidable document of many pages, set- 
ting forth the malicious motives of Messrs. 
Dana and Lafiin in criminally lilicling 
l-'raiik 1!, Noyes. iiroprietor of the Wash- 
ington F.vening Star and one of the board 
of directors and of the executive commit- 
tee of the Associated Press. 

The District Supreme Court is a United 
States court, and according to the proceed- 
tire of such courts District Attorney Birney 
will transmita certified 
copy of the indictment 
to the District Attor- 
11 , ney for the Southern 





District of New York, 
located in New York 
City. It will be sub- 
mitted to a United 
States Commissioner, 
who on satisfying him- 
self of the formal reg- 
ularity of the indict- 
ment will iss jc a crim- 
CharUt A. Dana, inal warrant for the 
arrest of Jtcssrs. Dana and Laflin. 
I The Commissioner also fixes the 
amount of bail. The accused have the 
right of applying for a writ of liah'-a- ( r.r- 
pus to contest the prima facie sutiiciency 
of the procedure before being arraigned 
on the merits of the indictment. It is ex- 
pected the transmission of the indictment 
to New Y'ork and the arrest of the two 
accused will be accomplished within a day 
or two. 

The indictment, as returned, contains 
three counts setting forth iliffcrent circum- 
staiu'csof criiuin.ility on tin- nulilisliing of 
the libel. 'I'lie proci-fiiiu;.' is ai I'orriing to 
the common law, which, as mudilied by 
certain acts of Congress, constitutes the 
j n ri sprndence of the District of Columbia. 
Before specifying the three criminal counts 
tlio indictment sets up the circumstances 
and motives leading up to them. It states 
tliat the .^s.sociated Press is an iucorjior- 
ated news agenc.v for the wide ■li'-triliutioii 
of news, with branches in Ni w Y ii k, Chi- 
cago, AVashington, St. Louis, San Francisco 
and throughout the country. Its affairs 
are conducted by a board of directors, of 
which Mr. Noyes is a member. 

The indictment states the International 
organization of the United Press, which 
has Charles A. Dana as president and Wil- 
liam A. Latlin as vice-president. Mention 
is made of the two rival associations to 
show the animus of the subsequent acts 
charged against Dana and Laflin. It also 
gives the orijanization of the Sun Printing 
and Publishing Association, with Charles 
A. Dana as editor and William A. Laffin 
publisher. The three counts of criminal 
libel are then given. The first count states 
that on February 22 last the New York 
Sun published an editorial, from Which 
following is an extract: 

The corporation (mcaninp the Associated 
I'rt-ss) is organized under the Illinois State 
law, and the provisions of the statute respect- 
ing the personal liability of directors are amu.s. 
iue, W'l' commend a careful study of them to 
tjK- uniorUinaie newspaper managers who 
have been roped in. They may see their way 
to making such athoronghly dishonest direc- 
tor as F. B. Noyes of Washington, for instance, 
refund to them the amount of the extra aneaa- 
mcnts out of which they have been bunkoed. 

The indictment, after stating that the 
foregoing libel was circulated in New York 
City, charges also that on the same day 
Messrs. Dana and Laffin sent .SOO copies of 
the paper to Washington arid thereby pub- 
lished the libel in Washington. The two 
accused are charged with full knowledge 
of what appears in the editorial columns of 
their paper and with responsibility for the 
same. 

The second count refers particularly to 
the publication of the libel in Washing- 
ton. The third count is general in terms- 
accusing Dana and Lallin of composing 
and publishing a criminal libel without 
specifying the sum or detailed circum- 
stances of the charge. The first count is 
the most specitic and gives the gravamen 
of the charges on wliich the Grand Jury 
acted. 

Besides tbe foregoing there are features 
of libel set forth and there is the usual for- 
mal and severe language of the law in 
sjiecifying an allegation of crime. The 
proceedings have been under the direction 
of District Attorney iiirney also, he has 
assigned Assistant District .\ttorney Tag- 
gart to conduct the ca.sc before the Grand 
Jury. Being a criminal and not a civil 
ca8e,'the prosecution is conducted by the 
public officers as an offense against the 
public rather than as against an individ- 
ual, the theory of the law being a libel 
against Mr. Noyes or any other citizen is 
an offcn-;c against the peace and <iuiet of 
the community to be prosecuted in the 
same nianiu-r as any other disturbances of 
the public peace. 

When the warrants arc i--s\ipd Messrs. 
Dana and Laffin will liave three courses 
open to them. They may submit to ar- 
rest and decline to give bail, in which case 
they will be brought to Washington to 
stand trial. If they give bail it will insure 
their coming to Washington at the time 
the case is called in the United States 
court. In the meantime ihey may test the I 
suiKcieucy of the face of the indictment, j 
without going into its details by applying j 
for a writ of habeas corpus. The action of 
tbe Grand Jury in Indicting Messrs. Dana 
and Laffin will undoubtedly add another 
celebrated case to the^nnals of American 
criminal law. While the indictment is one 
in behalf of the public against the libelous 
course of Mr. Dana and his coadjutor, Mr. 
l.allin. yet it incidentallv protects the 
reputation of Mr. -Noyes and others who 
have been maligned by this source. It is 
assumed these persons arc willing to at- 
tempt to justify in ' court this publication 
against Hr. Noyes, and sucb an effort at 
jnstificatioB is welcomed. It is fitting that 



the case should be tried|in Washington, 

where Mr. Noyes was bom and has always 
lived, and where his reputation is best 
known. 

It has been a source of gratification to 
Mr. Noyes and his friends that many 
United Press papers have risen alxjve the 
bad feeling engendered by the contest be- 
tween the Associated Press and the United 
Press to severely rebuke the Sun's attack. 
This has been particularly noticeable at 
Mr. Noyes' home here in Washington, 
where the two United Press papers, the 
Post and the News, have taken occasion to 
express their high regard for him and their 
contempt for Mr. Dana's libel. Tlie Wash- 
ington I'o-t i.'i a 1. ader editorial deplores 
the violent and rancorous controversy and 
the unfortunate tone and temper of the 
New York Sun. It says of the Sun edi- 
torial of February 22 that Mr. Noyes is one 
of the directors of the Associated Press 
and as such had inctirred the animosity of 
the Sun. It adds: 

We are very sure, ho-wever, that the Sun's 
Rccu.sations ntraitist hiiii will not bear inquiry, 
and, for our pan, we take pleasure In saying of 
a fellow-townsman, albeit a competitor in busi- 
ness, that no one who knows htm as well as we 
do will be In the very least disturbed by the 
Sun's extraordinary attack. 

The Washington News, also a United 
Press paper, speaks of Mr. Dana's pro- 
pensity for saying "a bitter thing now and 
then for the pleasure of saying it," and 
adds: "The business integrity of Mr. 
Noyes has never been questioned by those 
wlio know him best." 

The Washington Times also editorially 
referred to Mr. Noyes' high character, and 
deplored the ''vials of Billingsgate" of the 
t-^un. 

Similar expressions have come from 
papers throughout the country.

W.^sniNGTO.v, March 7.— A Cabinet ofBcer 
is authority for this notable statement, the 
accuracy of which would be questioned 
were it not for the source from which it 
comes :

Whether there will be an extra session or 
tiot depends upon circumstances. The 
public is not aware of the fact tliat the 
President almost decided last Sunday that 
there should be an extra session.

XXFOBTAlTIOJT OB BOOKS. 

An Interesting Question Involving a 
Copyright I^aw. 

Wasuingto.n, March 7. — An important 
question relating to copyrights has been 
raised by a well-known publishing house 
and is now under consideiEtion at the 
Treasury Department. 

The old copyright law made it illegal 
to bring into the United States foreign 
copies of books copyrighted in this coun- 
try. The law of 1891 amended the old in 
some unimportant particulars, but ex- 
pressly stated it was not to go into effect 
until a subsequent date, July 1. 1891. The 
question involved is whether the new law, 
not being retroactive, did not release from 
the importation prohibited all books of 
American authors copyrighted prior to 
July 1, 1R91. Should it be held that tbe 
new law took the place of the old, foreign 
editions of all American t>ooks 'written and 
copyrighted prior to 1891, might hereafter 
lie imported free of duty and without re- 
gard to American copyright laws which 
would necessarily interfere with the pub- 
lishing business in this country.

The Boyle Bros, were asked by the 
operators to rescind their notice under 
promise of having their orders filled from 
the mines at work for 55 cents, but they 
replied that it was their intention to con- 
duct their own business. 

Tbe men at Catsburg, on the Mononga- 
hela I'viver. have returned to work, the 
company liaving conceded the scale.

Now the Alton Road Forces 
Matters in Reference to 
Differentials. 



Cbicaoo, March 7.— Trouble is again 
looming up before the Western lines over 
the question of Canadian Pacifle differen- 
tials. The Alton is the road which has 
forced matters this time and if it sustains 
its present position for any length of time 
it will certainly force the Canadian Pacific 
to withdraw from its agreement with the 
Western lines. 

The specific troubles in this instance 
originated with the Grand Trunk which 
for several weeks has been working to 
break np the Western Trunk line com- 
mittee agreement Its first effort in this 
direction was a refusal to maintain standard 
rates. When it went below the schedule 
the Canadian Pacilic, which had been 
allowed a differential from Grand Trunk 
rates by the Western roads, promptly took 
advantage of its differential in meeting the 
rates made by the Grand Trunk. The 
Alton road has now announced that it will 
not allow the Canadian Pacific differentials 
as against tbi out rates of the Grand Trunk. 

Chairman Caldwell, when the matter 
was brought to his attention, ruled against 
the Alton, declaring the Western roads 
bad agreed to reorganize the differentials, 
irrespective of any action for or against the 
differentials which might be taken up by 
the Eastern roads. He produced the rec- 
ords from the meeting in which the dif- 
ferential was allowed and they tully sus- 
tained him in his position. 

The present conditions are highly pleas- 
ing to the Grand Trunk, which desires 
nothing so much as the disruption of the 
committee agreement. A representative of 
the Grand Trunk declared that one of the 
roads which had signed the agreement had 
said that it would stand by the Grand 
Trunk in its fight against the Canadian 
Pacifle. 

The State Board of Railway and Ware- 
house^ Commissioners was in session to- 
day listening to evidence in the ease of 
James Brown of Uwigbt against the Chi- 
cago and Alton Railroad. No decision 
was reached nor will be until after the 
Commissioners have considered the briefs 
to be submitted by both si<les. 

The complaint involves the alleged over- 
charges of 92 per car on the part of the 
railroad for shipping facilities at the 
Union stock vards, and is to be made a test 
case. An effort in to be made to see 
whether or not, under the laws of IHinois, 
the railroads doing business in Chicago 
have the right to cutrge shippers on stoclc- 
ean at the stock yuda. 



The Sunset irrigation district of Fresno 
and Kings ^unties, which wag organized 
February 5, 1801, is to be wiped out of ex- 
istence if a strong array of legal talent can 
prevail in the courts. A suit at law for 
that purpose will be tiled in the Superior 
Court of Fresno Couiuy at the instigation 
of the owners of the property composing 
the district and liy the sanction of the At- 
torney-General as against a corporation. 

The irrigation district in question em- 
braces 2M,774 acres of land situated in 
Fresno and Kings counties. At the time 
the district was organized Kings County 
was a portion of Tulare, but the subsequent 
division of the latter county threw a por- 
tion of the irrigation district's lands into 
Kings. 

Shortly after the district was organized 
an election by the property-owners was 
held and it was decided by a largo major- 
ity vote to issue $2,000,000 of bonds. Of 
this amount $334,000 has been disposed of 
at face value in payment for water rights, 
surveys, rights of way and incidental ex- 
penses, but not one foot of ditch has been 
dn^noruasone dro]) uf water been arti- 
ficially placed on the land. Of the bonds 
floated $250,000 was paid over to the own- 
ers of the Laguna dc Tache Eanchofor 
water rights in Kings River, 

The remainder of the $.i34,n00 is held by 
individuals in thi.s .State, None of the 
bonds have been sold for cash, nor can 
they be advantageously disposed of. There- 
fore the very work for which the district 
was organized cannot be curried out. That 
is one reason why the property-owners de- 
sire an order of court to abolish and vacate 
the district and all the le^-al proceedings 
that have been gone through thus far. 

The largest portion of the land involved 
is owned by the Southern Pacific Company 
and the Bank of California, But there are 
many individual owners as well, and most 
of them are anxious to have the district set 
aside and the honii issue nullitied. There 
are KKJ property-owners in aU. At the 
present time the bonds already floated and 
the accrued interest places an immediate 
tax of $1 45 on each acre of ground in the 
district, and as an offset to this tax the 
property-owners have received nothing. 
The petition to the court for the setting 
aside of the organization alleges among 
other things that the distriet was fraudu- 
lently organized. 

Assessments have been levied against 
the property owners in the district, and C. 
O. James, Tax Collector of Fresno County, 
has published notice of delinquent sale's, 
to lake place on the 16th inst. This list 
shows that all of the property-owners are 
delinquent, and the pending assessment 
and threatened sale of the property have 
precipitated the suit in question. 

The attorneys who have prepared the 
petition and will participate in the court 
proceedings are: John W. Bonrdette and 
Allen & McAllister, of San Francisco, and 
Frank H. Short of Fresno. The petition 
particularizes the points of eomplaint sub- 
stantially as follows. 

First, that there was fraud practiced in 
the presentment of the petition. The low 
governing the organization of irrigation 
districts requires that the petition tlierefor 
shall I* signed by not less tban fifty bona- 
fide residents ana proic ty-owners in the 
territory proposed to be embraced. In this 
case, there were only twenty-seven names 
attached to the petition. Milton Mc- 
Whorter, who subsequentlyj became a 
director in the concern, devisca and carried 
out a plan which is now set up as one of 
the reasons for aboUahiog the dbtxieU He 



purchased forty aere= of land by paying a 
nominal sum in eush, and the reniainiler 
secured by mortage. Tlie.se furtv acres he 
then had subdivided into twenty-four lots, 
and a non-resident owner was secured for 
each lot. The names of these owners were 
then placed on the petition, thereby se- 
curing tifty-one names, one more than the 
law required. 

Second— That in the area embraced by 
the specified boundaries of the district 
there are 100,000 acres of Goveriiincnt land 
which is not susceptible to the operation 
of the irrigation district laws. 

Third— That the system of irrigation, as 
proposed in a contract entered into bv tlie 
old board of directors and P, Y. Baker, is 
impracticable and cannot be carried out 
The complaint will also charge irregularity 
in the advertisement and sale of the dis- 
trict's bonds. 

Before the suit to abrogate and nullify 
all proceedings in the creation and main- 
tenance of the district is filed, .hpwever, a 
suit for injunction will be entered in the 
Superior Court of Fresno Conntv, This 
proceeding will Ke begun next tuesdav, 
the 12th inst. Its purpose will be to .se- 
cure a restraining order against the Tax 
Collector of Fresno County, prohibiting 
him from collecting the assessments that 
have been levied, as already ftfeired to, 
and to prevent the advertised sales of prop- 
erty for delinquencies, as published in one 
of the newspapers of Fresno County, imder 
date of January 28, 1895, 

The committee to whom was intrusted 
the initiative work of abrogating by pro- 
cess of law all action heretofore taken in 
the organization and maintenance >:' t i.e 
district is composed of G. Howard Tl.oiuii- 
son. James D. Byrnes and James Jerome 
Smith. These gentlemen have sent a cir- 
cular letter to each owner of property in 
the district. The following quotations 
from that letter are self-explanatory : 

The Sunset Irrigation distriei was ortranized 
under the Wright Irrigation law. sinre ttie or- 
ganization no action of anyiiiul toward the 
construction of the neecssarv work has been 
done saving and exceptini; a .«urvev made by 
G. Eastwood, engineer. The bonds oi .said dis- 
trict have been aavertised and placed omthe 
market, both In England and America, for sal,'; 
but, owing to tbe faulty construeilon of said 
district and the uncertaintv of the so-eailed 
"Wright irrigation act," the dlrtet.>r» l,ave 
been, and still are, unable to place the same. 
It is plain to be seen that nnder the exi -. - nv.,' 
Clrcnmstanoes the lands of the said distr ill nrr 
held and firmly bound to the Sunset irr.ijaiiou 
district and its board of directors. 

Since the date of tlie orBanizalion of the Sciii- 
set irrigation district, tbe board of direet^ra 
nave issued bonds to itie ftniount of $^34,000, 
with accumulated Interest to dale amounting 
in the aggregate to the sum of jH09,9U<), there- 
by making a subsisting lien and tax at this time 
upon each and every acre of land in said dis- I 
trict at tbe rate of $1 45 per acre. If you per- I 
mit said district to remain as it at present ex- 
ists, nothing can or will be done toward fu- ' 
ture development of your land by bringing 
water thereon, assessments wlU be levied and ' 
the land bnzdened with additional liens and < 
Incumbrances, But if, on tbe other hand, the ; 
district is disorganized, annulled and all e.tist- 1 
iiig liens removed, private capital can be had 
to build the necessary canals, etc., and thereby 
turn the most fertile part of the i^an Joaquin 
Valley into thousands of happy homes. 

On the 6th day of February, ISO.-,, an elec- 
tion was held for the purpose of elei tiiiK direc- 
tors for the ensuing two years, at wliich elec- 
tion a majority of the directors, viz. : four were 
elected favoring the abandonment and disor- 
ganization of said district— demonstrating the 
feeliug of the residents of said district. To 
that end a number of land-owners met and 
organlxed for the purpose of devising ways and 
means to dlsorganUe the Sunset irrigation dis- 
trict and remove all existing Incum! ranees 
now on said land by reason of the issuance of 
the bonds of said district heretofore mentioned 
and to enjoin said directors from advertising 
or aelUng said bonds under and by virtue of 
the assessment levied on the 2ath day of Janu- 
ary, 1895. Ills the desire of this committee 
that all land-owners co-operate with them by 
signing the inclosed contract and remit ting the 
cash payment thereon at once. 

The old board of directors consisted of 
Olvet Whitesides, George M. Kohler, Mil- 
ton McWhorter, L. M. Frederick and D. 8 
Fish. The new board is made up as fol- 
lows: J. N. King, D. S. Fish, Milton Mc- 
Whorter, E. T. Mitchell and H. W. Scott. 
Of the new board all except Mr. McWhor- 
ter are in favor of sweeping the district out 
of existence and repudiating by process of 
law all previous action.

Shortly after this Peed it B,ik"r con- 
tactors of Reedley, api.cared 01, the scene, 
Xhey made an offer to tak • ih. rontract 
for $1,500,000. Mr. Reed came to 8an 
Francisco and asked George W. McNear t., 
place the bonds, if possible, at 8,1 or no 
centson the dollair. Mr. McNear took the 
proposition nnder advisement 

Mr. Beed went back to Fresno and stated 
tliat he had placed the bonds and that C.

The Lifeboat L.a.shings Parted 
AND THE Men Went Down 
Into the Sea. 



The British ship Sierra Parima, now on 
her way from Liverpool for Portland, Or., 
made a bad start on her voyage. The first 
day out she lost four men overboard and 
one of her lifeboats was smashed to bits. 
A brief dispatcli to this effect was received 
at the Merchants' Exchange on the 16th 
ult. A private letter, giving the particu- 
lars of the tragic death of the men, reached 
here yesterday. The unfortunate sailors 
were thrown into the sea from the poop- 
deck and were drowned n broad daylight 
before the eyes of their horrified sliip- 
mates, who were powerless to render them 
any assistance. 

The .<ierra Parima towed out from Liver- 
pool on February 15, and the accident oc- 
curred while she was going down the 
English Channel. The boats were swing- 
ing in the davits out from the poopdeek, 
and orders had been piven t<i take tbem in. 
The I'oatswain, an able seaman and two 
apprentices were in one boat hant'lnii <iut 
over the sea. Contrary to the u'.ate's in-

■Governor Butld did not say he would 
veto the bill," continued the reverend 
gentleman, "bnt he did say that he was 
opposed to a recotint, and you can't blame 
h'im for that." According" to the sjicaker 
the federation should compel the jiolice 
to do its duty 'oy persistently forcinp upon 
their attention the "flaunting vices of the 
community." 

William" Bradford brought up the ques- 
tion of the contest for the ofhce of Itc- 
corder. 

"Harry Piper, Cliief Deputy County 
Clerk, was the most interested man in the 
fight between Allen and Glynn," said he. 
"riper admits that he assisted Allen in tlie 
lipht. with the understanding iha' s!i.c,i!d 
Allen be successful be. Piper, shouhl con- 
trol the patronage of the office. After the 
contest was declared off Piper was heard 
to say that the matter had been arranged. 
Prom this it appears to me that there was 
something in it for Piper." 

Mr. Bradford was in favor of an investi- 
gation, Iriit no action was taken.

BUILDING THE WEW EOAD. 



Having incorporated and organized, the 
directors of the valley railroad now come 
to the consideration of practical details of 
building and stocking the road. Of course 
there will be a lively competition among 
eastern rai'-makers, car-builders, etc. 
What, if anything, has been heard from 
local manufacturers? 

As a matter both of business and senti- 
ment the road Hliotild be ironed and 
equipped, if possible, by California in- 
dustiy. The feeling of the mana^enietit 
of the road is to that effect. It rests with 
our shops to come forward with proposals 
to do the work. Xo doubt they will be 
offered a liberal margin over Eastern 
figures in the competition. The cost of 
transportation from Eastern manufactur- 
ing points to tliis coast will cover a con- 
siderable part of that margin. Rails would 
naturally make the long trip round the 
Horn unless they can be furnished here. 
Rolling stock would come over the trans- 
continental roads. We can make locomo- 
tives and cars here and our manufacturers 
and the directors of the road should get 
promptly together in an effort at co-opera- 
tion. 

Not a dollar should go otit of California 
that can be kept here in pnttin;; this en- 
terprise in operation. The rails should be 
rolled at the Potrero. There are half a 
dozen plante in this city and vicinity cap- 
able of ttiming ont locomotives. Let our 
car-builders and other woodworkers put 
in their bids for freight, baggage, express 
and passenger cars. If they have the 
originality and ingenuity to devise any 
features that will be an improvement on 
the output of K.astern shops, so niueh the 
better. This popular railroad enterprise 
should be a stimulus to both head and 
hand work. 

But our shops and fbandries are not 
alone to profit by this work. A million 
ties will be wanted and our woodsmen 
should be making their preparations to get 
them ont ready for delivery. Trestle's and 
bridge timbers must Ije jirovi,ied. St.-itions 
must be built. All these ihin<.'s will call 
for a great deai of labor skilled nml un- 
skilled. It is the business of our captains 
of industry to have their forces in hand 
ready for the emergency. 

There is also the work of grading. It is 
very likely that the farmers along the line 
of the road will have the opportunity to 
do a large sh.are of that. They have the 
teams and the tools. If any arrangements 
can be made between them an<i the 
directors so that they can do the work at 
such times ,as th^ are not confined to 
their farm labors it will be to the conven- 
ience and interest ef both parties. 

It ia time now to be making preparations 
and organizing the industry that is to go 
to the building and equipping of this road. 
The coming season should see the work 
well advanced. 



the world with manufactured goods. In 
that competition they need cheap food. 

But even if they could bring about such 
a union we need care but little if we will be 
guided by sound, busiuess-like viewsin our 
domestic policy.

A man's 
best customer is his neighbor engaged in 
some other business. The factorj- 'is the 
best neighbor for the farm. The bulk of 
the crops of the great West would rot in 
the tields but for the demands of our mann- 
faeturiu'.; population. Tiie suri>lus cuiy is 
e\i)orteci. On the other hand we of Cali- 
fornia export the bulk of our breadstuffs 
because we have not the manufacturing 
population to consume it. When we have 
on urban industrial population to take up 
the surplus of Eastern and the bulk of Cali- 
fornian farm products what shall we care if 
Europe combines to shut them out? 

The Republican party by its tariff policy 
was in a fair way to bring about this 
required development of our manufac- 
turing industries when the disaster of 
November, IS.":;, litf rally t hrew the country 
on its beam ends, t^iuce then we have 
been struggling to right ship, with but 
little success. But now the skies are clear- 
ing, and the prospects are better. Repub- 
licanism will as^ain be at the helm in a 
short time. The day of economic experi- 
ment is about over. We are ;,'oing to get 
back to the sound doctrine of protection 
and encouragement of American in- 
dustries. 

Republicanism will also revive the prin- 
ciple and practice of reciprocity, originated 
by James G. Blaine, and made a Ciirdinal 
doctrine of the party. So long as that pre- 
vailed we had no trouble about European 
markets. All ports were opened to our 
trade.

Triumphant Democ- 
racy threw aside that policy, and in trying 
to win the markets of the world lost those 
we had.

The scheme now afoot in Gterman ofiBcial 
circles for a customs union of Europe 
against the United States is no new idea. 
It has been a favorite plan with statesmen 

of Germany, France, Austria and some 
other Continental states ever since Ameri- 
can breadstuffs and ]>rovisions^ bep;an to 
com)ietewith their home products. Kn r- 
land has taken little stock in .»uch a move- 
ment because she depends too largely uj)on 
importations to feed her people, nor has 
Russia because she is a large exporter of 
such products. The other countries men- 
tioned occupy middle ground. In seasons 
of plenty ttiey can nearly or quite feed 
themselves or each other. Under less 
favorable circumstances most of them be- 
come food importers. They probably 
expect by a customs union against us to so 
stimulate their own agricultural and pas- 
toral industries as to become independent 
of us. 

There is very little probability that they 
will get this scheme into operation for 
several reasons. Agricultural production 
cannot, like the manufacturing industry, 

l>e exjianded at will. It is governed Uv 
neeesr-iiies of soil, climate aiei <le;i-iiy > i' ' 
population. Furthermore, tlnse natio.i^ 
are competing with each other and wlili j 
Great Britain in supplying the markets uf j 



THE LIOK TBTIST. 

The Lick trust, after twenty years of 
most successful management, is iu a con- 
dition to he closed and its remaining as- 
sets delivered to the residuary legatees. It 
is no flattery to speak in terms of the 
highest praise of the trustees in whose 
hands .Tames Lick placed his vast prop- 
ertj', chare;cd wit h the many benefactions 
to which he had devoted it. The manner 
iu which this trust has been administered 
merits for the men who are about to be re- 
lieved, an immortality of remembrance on 
the part of the people of California equal 
to that accorded him who conceived the 
philanthropy and created the trust. 

An examination of the instrjiment by 
which the eccentric millionaire made final 
disposition of his wealth will show the ex- 
traordinary ditliculties which surroufided 
the trustees of the Lick trust in their effort 
to cxeiuite its ti rnis. 'J he property itself 
was mainly in the form of real estate scat- 
tered all over California. A considerable 
portion of it was involved in litigation 
with the State about certain mortgage 
taxes which it required an act of the Legis- 
lature to adjust. The son of James Lick 
also invited the trustees into court in an 
attempt to set aside his deed. This matter 
required the most delicate attention to 
bring about the comi>romise which was 
hnally effected. 

The next difficulty ar.'se out of the 
nature of the trust itself iu the variety and 
novelty of the objects to which its fund.s 
were to be applied. An observatory, the 
most extensive ever yet conceived, was to 
be constructed upon a mountain top, and 
within it was to be swung the largest tele- 
scope in the world. Haths were to be 
buitdcd, statuary designed and made, asy- 
lums and edticalional institutions of va- 
rious sorts to he endowed or erected, and 
all with property which had yet to be 
turned into money, and not only into 
money but into enough of it over aud 
above, these expenditures to satisfy the 
claims aud expectations of several residu- 
ary legatees. 

It has taken twenty years of constant 
and faithful service to execute this trust, 
and that the work of the trustees has been 
done nobly and well is matter of history. 
During the tirst decade of their service 
there was occasional cavil at the policy 
of hastening slowly which the trustees 
adopted. These murmurs, however, died 
away as the vastness of the undertaking 
aud the excellence of its performance be- 
came impressed upon the minds of men. 
■J lie -rea; Lick Observatory excited world- 
wiile admiration. The lesser benefactions 
gave increasing blessing. The fun'is de- 
voted to the School of Mechanical Arts, 
the Free Baths, the Key Monument 
and the City Hall statuary were 
well and wisely expended. To these pur- 
poses the trustees have devoted almost 
two million dollars, and yet, so prudently 
have they managed and conserved their 
trust jiroperties that there remains about a 
million dr)llars for the .\cadLmy of .Sciences 
and the Society of California Pioneers, who 
are the residuary legaiecs. 

Such a record of success in the manage- 
ment and application of a great trust proi>- 
erty devoted to the public weal is some- 
thing of which the State of California has 
good reason to be proud. 'When, there- 
fore, the eulogist of James Lick shall speak 
or write of his practical wisdom as dis- 
l^layed in the selection of his beneficiaries 
it will be none the less titling and just to 
add us a conclusive evidence of that wis- 
dom, the most fortunate choice which he 
made in his trustees. 



NO THIKD PAETY. 

It is not likely that the proposed silver 
party will find much favor among the 
truest friends of bimetallism, or cut much 
of a figure in politics when the next cam- 
paign begins and party lines are stronglv 
drawn. A few Populists, wearied of the 
cranks who have forced a way to the lead- 
ership in that party, may join it as a means 
of escaping from an association they ab- 
hor; some Democrate, disgusted with the 
Clevel.ind administration and seeing no 
hope for Democracy in the near future, 
may ally themselves with the new move- 
ment; and perhaps some silver men who 
can see no other issue in the country 
may give support to a party devoted ex- 
clusively to silver; but all these even in 
the aggregate will amount to little. The 
people are Republicans, the futtire belongs 
to Republicans, and certainly every intelli- 
gent man can see if bimetallism is to be 
restored in this country, it must look for 
that restoration through the medium of 
Kcpnblican statesmanship. 

What Republican can hope for any suc- 
cess for silver outside the ranks of his 
party, or what Republican who takes a 
broad view of politics would leave his 
party to seek for' such success elsewhere 
even if he could hope to find it? A great 
party is in a certain sense a great National 
i.i dilution. It is charged with the respon- 
sihle duty of organizing those citizens who 
th nk aliite concerning the fundamental 
principles of government in order that i 



those principles may be applied in practi- 
cal statesmanship to the upbuilding of the 
Nation and the advancement of the wel- 
fare of the people. 

Tho Republican party is such an insti- 
tution. It has a history, a philosophy of 
government, a well-understood code of 
statecraft, an established organization and 
a clearly defined duty to j^erform in the 
making of the destiny of the Nation. 
Around it cluster a thousand associations 
of noble leaders and National achieve- 
mente that render it heroic and sublime. 
It appeals both to the business and the 
bosoms of men, and affebts at once the 
sense and the sentiment of the people. It 
is the party of Lincoln, and the party that 
endeil -l.-.very; the parly of Grant, and the 
parly that saved the Union; the party of 
Blaine, and thej.artyof protection, recip- 
rocity and prosperity. 

From sueh names and from such deeds 
the Republican party has inherited a spirit 
that is almost vital enough to be called a 
soul. It has a magnetic charm for patriotic 
hearts, an inspiration for youth, a sacred 
memory for the old. and within the limits 
of National destiny, it is immortal. What 
old Kei)ublican who has fought its battles 
and shared in its friumnhs for the last 
thirty years will forsake it '.' What youni; 
Kepublicau who has been kindled to en- 
thusiasm by its history and who with 
ardor looks forward to an honorable career 
in its service, will abandon it? What 
earnest citizen who remembers ite i>ast ac- 
complishments and realizes the pressing 
need of equal accomplishments at this 
juncture, will oppose it? 

Snen questions answer themselves. The 
hope of silver, like the hope of every other 
interest and industry of the countr)-, is 
inseparably bound up with Kcpublicanism. 
The dead statesmen who solved with such 
comsummate wisdom all the complex 
problems of the past have transmitted to 
living statesmen a lore of patriolic policy 
that will solve all the problems of the 
present. To talk of division in P.epubli 
can ranks at this time is folly, and to at- 
tempt to put it into effect would be a polit 
ical crime. We are confronted by a comli- 
tiou which is rapidly becoming a crisis. 
At this time more than at any other since 
the close of the war, is it necessary to close 
up the ranks and stending together for the 
Union and for the people, fight the good 
fight and keep the f^th.

The Yosemite Commissioners were par-

A 
committee, accompanied by Professor 
George Davidson of the Sierra Club, went 
to Sacramento, and the result of their visit 
was that the appropriation was reduced by 
only a few hundred dollars. 

Emboldened by their success the Com- 
missioners are now asking that a number 
of petty restrictions in re;;ard 1. 1 matters 
pcrtaininpr to the >rovernnienf of the valley 
be done away with. They want to lease 
the various buildings there, and thus place 
the responsibility of keeping them ui re- 
pair on somebody else. 

With this end in viewameetinR was held 
a few days ago at which (.'oniniis.sioners 
Kidder, Sperry, Chnrch, O'Brien, Field and 
Lowe were present and the matter was 
fully discussed. A letter to Governor Budd, 
setting forth all the facts in the case, was 
written and sent. A reply was received 
verterday stating that the chief executive 
had fiveii th ■ matter due consideration, 
and tiiut in eoniiiany with the Commis- 
sioners ho would visit the valley next 
month and see what was necessary to be 
done in order to secure a thorough and 
economical adininistratii u of the valley. 
The pn'tv w ill leave here the latter part of 
Ajiril atid expects to be gone about two 
weeks. 

"It is ridiculous the way things are at 
present," said one of the Commissioners 
yesterday. ''We have to keep all the 
h<juses ill the valley in repair. If a key is 
lo t or a hiiiL-ec.n a door i.- broken a re- 
i,ui-itMn h.;- 'l . be sent to San Francisco 
and passed upon by us before that key can 
be replaced or a new hinge put on the door. 
It is the same with everything else, and in 
conseriuence the commission is kept in a 
constant state of annoyance over prfy 
trillcs that ought to be se"ttled on the spot. 
I think the Governor will agree with us, 
and if he does we w^ill lease the buildings 
by the year and not from month to mon;!]. 
In that way we would escape the resi>cusi- 
bilityof having to keep the places in re- 
pair. Vfith our present appropriation I 
think that next year we will be able to 
carry out the sngcestion of the Sierra Club 
and send out a landscape-gardener to re- 
port iijion the best method of beautifying 
the valley."

dren through the mazy intricacies of the 
first steps in the language. They vary 
from infants of tender years to young men 
and maidens. Some of the sniall fry can 
chatter in French like natives. 

"It takes time to bring them all tip to 
the same standard," said the professor, as 
be dismissed his class at 5 o'clock, "but 
those who cannot speak French will soon 
leam from those who can." 

At the Vhittier Sihnol, on Harrison 
street, Mnie. Lcoiiie liiniscniet. who lias 
been a teacher in the public schools in 
France, conducts a class of twenty-three 
children. The majority of them are girls, 
and with two exceptions they are French, 
so that the lessons go as if on oileii wheels. 
Mme. Bousquet says that the two Ameri- 
can pnpila aie learning very rapidly, as

The newly Instituted labor 
Exchange Will Aboush 
Poverty. 



APPEAL TO THE SUPERVISORS. 



A Co-Operative System That 
Wnx Provide Employment 
FOR All. 



A committeeof the Labor Exchange will 
go before the Finance Committee of the 
Board of Supervisors to-morrow and urge 
the adoption of their plan for the issuance 

of $1,000,000 worth of bonds or warrants in 
small denominations, receivable by the 
city for ta.xes. The bonds or warrants 
would be jiaid to any workmen who would 
accejit them for labor on public works. 

This is one way by which the Labor E.x- 
changehoid ? to give work to the unem- 
ployed ami iiiove the uselessness of "legal 
tender" niuiiuy and the absolute sin of in- 
terest. 

The Labor Exchange has attracted pub- 
lic notice of late and some interest is man- 
ifested in its theories and operation. Its 
fundamental purpose is to give work to the 
unemployed. 

T ne exchange professes to have solved 
the riddle of hard times, and to be pre- 
pared to banish them the moment its doc- 
trines are accepted. It professes to be 
the only one of its kind that is ready to 
bring relief at once and to all. All other 
systems, the exchang;e founders say, re- 
quire political majorities, or if not that, 
then the tearing up of all the social rela- 
tions of a sufficient number of jieople and 
the isolating of these into communities 
and thus the beginning of life again. 

Its cardinal principle is to snub money; 
not the love of money, but the money 
itsell That men should trade in money 
and charge high prices for what is sim- 
ply designed as a medium of exchange 
and should represent actual product is, 
they say, at the bottom of all the trouble. 

So the Labor Exchange has a labor check 
of its own which it issues to any one who 
gives value for it. No such thing as inter- 
est shall ever contaminate this check. It 
renresents value always. The farmer who 
brings wheat to tliu exchange geis his 
checlv for the value and may turn the 
check into boots, blankets or whatever he 
wishes, just as he would with money. It 
has nowhere reached that point, but the 
local organizer, Carl Oleeser, declares that

it is rapidly marching toward it. In the 
nieantimo lie says there are benefits at 
hand. They have enlisted a number of 
producers in a great variety of different 
lines, "and," he says, "so soon as we can 
make a complete circle in this way, cover- 
ing all the necessaries of life, a great step 
will have been taken, and the members in 
the circle will be certain of such comforts 
as their own efforts ( ntitle Ihem to. 

"(_>ur aim is t i secure a building to be 
used as a depository and exchange— one 
central depository lirst, which shoiUd de- 
velop into a great department store. As 
the movement progresses others could be 
established in difiereut districts, railroads 
could be built, ana so the exchange woiila 
reach out to distant points, just as we see 
the ramifications of trade under the ham- 
pering restrictions of money. A branch 
up in Oregon is even now^ building a rail- 
road to connect with a trunk line. But I 
am sensible that tlie chief intert -t is felt 
by those who lui^'ht seek the beiieliia of 
tiie movement now, as to what it offers and 
how it works in its present incipient stage. 
Vfc are working hard to secure members 
and to complete the circle I speak of. The 
list of business liuuses and workers in this 
city who will now accept 'Labor Kxcbange 
checks' for goods they have for sale or 
services they can perform includes the fol- 
lowing:

"■^'ou see liow easy this system could be 
put into operation if only people were 
willing. And 1 know that the r.apidity of 
its growth is merely a matter of the time 
required to educate the people up to it. 
Its application here would soon .set every 
idle man in the city to work, and with that 
accomplished every brancti of business 
wuuld take on a boom and soon all the so- 
called 'floating population' wotild be per- 
nuinently absorbed. 

'•This proposition that we make to the 
city abuut the bonds is not new. It has 
been tried and very successfully. In 
Pfafftown. N. C, a three-story brick" build- 
ing has been erected on the princii>le of 
paper checks, not a cent of legal tender 
being used in any way in its construction. 
It has no debt for interest hanging over it. 
A college has been started on this principle 
in Texas, the students working in the 
fields and paying the professors with the 
product of the labor of their hours of 
plivsical exercise. The school thus pro- 
vides an education of the highest order, 
technical instruction going with moral, 
mental and physical development, and 
when the students ;jraduate they already 
have a knowledge of practical wairs that 



costs so many other students years to 
secure. 

"The newspapers tell us how the weevil 
is destroying thousands of tons of wheat," 
continued Mr. Gleeser, "while at the same 
time men and women are going hungry 
because they have no work. Suppose thij 
wheat was turned over to them for their 
labor would it not be a great blessing, not 
only to the persons direc^y benefited, but 
to all Californians?" 

(i. B. de Bernardi, author of "Trials and 
Triumphs of Labor," is the father of the 
movement, as his book, which teaches that 
the "legal tender" act is responsible for 
the great handicap on labor, is its gospel. 
The movement languished, however, until 
the great crash of '93. when the real prop- 
aganda began and under the educating in- 
fluence of very hud times has thrived 
greatly. The past year it has received a 
great irnpetus. 

Carl Gleeser was commissioned State 
organizer for California in July of last year 
and now there is scarcely a county in the 
State where there is not an active branch 
with growing members. Mr. Glecser's 
headquarters is at 'M Tenth street, where 
he publishes a little journal in the inter- 
ests of the order, called Living Issues. 



La Grippe Is Once Again Be- 
coming Epidemic in This 

City, 



Some of the Cases Will Prob- 
ably Prove Fatal— The 
Victims. 



La grippe has again made its appearance 
in the city and threatens to become epi- 
demic. Millionaires and paupers, states- 
men and their antitheses, Ciucasians and 
Cliinese are sneezing and snufling in 
melancholy chorus and suffer from such 
nervous tension that condolences are most 
unwelcome. Nob Hill is feeling the effects 
of the plague, and the Western Addition, 
Barbary Coast and the water front are full 
of trouble. 

In some cases the disease is likely to 
prove fatal. Frank 'Wadsworth, assistant 
weigher in the Custom liou.se and one of 
the oldest employes in the service, is dying 
from its effects. He caught cold some days 
ago and it gradually developed into a bad 
case of la grippe. Iiast night he was un- 
conscious and the physicians gave him up. 
He is not expected to survive the day. 
Mr. 'Wadsworth is a member of Garfield 
Post of the Grand Army. He lost an arm 
at the battle of Gettysburg and has in con- 
sequence drawn a pension of $40 a month 
during the past few years. For twenty- 
four years he has been employed in the 
Custom house. He is also a member of 
the Ancient order of United Workmen. 

Another victim of the disease is Colonel 
Southard Hofi'man, Vnited States 1,'oin- 
missioner and clerk of the District Court. 
He was laid up fur five days with a severe 
attack, and yesterday when he attempted 
to visit his office he suffered a relapse and 
is now in bed a very sick man. 

United States Commissioner Hancock is 
lust recovering from the disease, and 
Secret Service Agent N.K.Harris of the 
Treasury Department is also among the 
sufferers. Assistant Secret Service Agent 
R. Harris is prostrated by a severe attack, 
though he dues not suffer so much as his 
father. 

Naval Officer John P. Irish and his as- 
sistant, George W. Branch, are numbered 
among the victims. The coleinel tiiinks he 
receives little sympathy, for his friends 
seem inclined to polte fun at him. They 
attribute his suffering to the fact that he 
appeared in public recently wearing a 
necktie. 

Chief Sullivan of the Fire Department is 
confined to his house, and much uneasi- 
ness is felt as to the result. Charles C. 
Bruce and George Bowen, of the shipping 
firm of Bmce, Bowen & Co., are also pros- 
trated with the disease. Eugene Davis of 
Davis Brothers is confined to his Belvedere 
home for the same cause. He will not be 
able to attend to business for a week yet. 

President Harrington of the Merchants' 
Club sent to the meeting of the Half-mil- 
lion Club yesterday his regrets on his in- 
ability to attend. He is ill %vith la gri]ipe. 

Police Judges Caniiibell, Conlan and 
Joachimsen are victims of the epidemic. 
Judge Campbell is cuntined to bis bed and 
Justice Barry is holding court in his en- 
forced absence. Judges Conlan and Joach- 
imsen appeared in their respective courts 
yesterday morning, but were compelled to 
adjuuni after struggling for about an hour 
to perform their duties. Judge Low has 
escaped so far, but Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Roberts was unable to attend court 
yesterday afternoon. 

I'liief Crowley and Captain Less were 
able to be at headquarters for two or three 
hours yesterday. Both looked as if they 
were recovering from severe illness. The 
Chief blames la grippe for his suffering and 
the captain, altnoueh suffering from rheu- 
matism in his ankles, declares that he is 
also suffering from a touch of the common 
enemy. 

Several members of the police force are 
also confined to their homes from the same 
cause. 

Chief Clerk Hardenbergli walksthe Bald- 
win lobbies a picture of woe. He has been 
suffering from the epidemic two weeks and 
this is the fourth consecutive winter that 
the disease has attacked him. 

A. N. Towne, general manager of the 
Southern Pacific, has just recovered from 
the disease. 

N. H. Forster, auditor ot motive power 



on the Southern Pacific, is confined to his 
home. 

Prison Director Sonntag is one of the un- 
fortunate sufferers from the epidemic. 

I.saac Upham, one of the directors of the 
valley road, is still taking quinine. 

Deputy Coroner Tyrrell has not escaped 
the common enemy, and Gavin HcNab is 
aiso a sufferer. ' 



BEATEN WITH A WEIGHT. 

HemT Otto, a (imeer. Arrested for As- 

tiault tu Murder. 

Henry Otto, grocer at Twenty-fifth street 
and Bryant avenue, was arrested late last 
night by Sergeant Burke and Policeman 
Porter and^ken to the Seventeenth-street 
station, where he was bopked on a charge 
of assault to murder. ' 

-Albert Kahn, whose father owns the 
stockyards on the Mission road, near the 
Five-mile House, was drinking at Otto's 
bar when lie used an insulting expression 
to Otto. The latter retorted, when Kahn 
asked him to come outside and fight it 
out. 

More angry words passed between them 
and Kahn wcntoutside, where he repeated 
the expression. Otto grabbed a five-ounce' 

weight and rushed at Kahn. He knocked 
him down ;iinl beat him on the head till 
the blood llowed ; then he desisted. 

Kahn was taken to the City and County 
Hospital in the patrol- wagon, where seven 
stitcues were pttt in the wounds on his 
head. He w;is then driven to his father's 
residence. His injuries may prove serious.

Postal Inspectors Are Trying 
TO Solve an Interesting 

Problem. 



The Missing Press Club Invita- 
tions Are Now Being 
Traced. 



The missing Press Clnb invitationB to 
the members oi the Bohemian Clnb are 

caasing considerable .stir in postoffice 
circles. Altbongh no formal complaint 
was made by tbe prpsidcnt of the club, 
still Postmaster JlcCopiiin thought enough 
about thp matter to c all in the assistance 
of the I'ostoilicp Inspectors. The latter 
have not quite finished their labors, but 
nevertheless have learned enough to satisfy 
themselves that the missing letters of in- 
vitation never reached the Postotfice. 
There were ov( r bOi ot them written out, 
enveloped and stamped ; of this number 
only some 150 reached their destination. 
Consequently $S worth, or over, of stamps 
went astray with the letters. 

What became of those letter?, therefore, 
Is the question liiat is worryiii>; Pcistmaster 
ilcl.'oppin, tiic Po.stal Inspectors, ^fecre- 
tary IJoiiald of iie press Club, and in fact 
all the members of the Press and Bohe- 
mian clubs generally. 

"The invitations were never mailed in 
this ofTiee," ^aiii Postmaster Mc<!"oppin 
yesterday. "Tiiey were lost or stolen 
either before or after leaving tbe club- 
roonis. The man to wbotu they were given 
to mail says he delivered them to some 
one in the Postoffice, and did not put them 
in the regular mailing-box. No such thing 
was done, to the knowledge of any one in 
the Postoilice. Sii].posinj;, for thcsakeof 
argument, all thuse leii.rs had been 
mailed, what ciiance was there for any one 
carrier or sorter to get rid of 400 of t£em? 
The idea is abstird on the face of it. Those 
invitations were never mailed." 

"The invitations were mailed all right," 
said Secretary Donald last eveninsr. "Mr. 
Worrell, a centleman in whom I have the 
greatest confidence, assisted me in the get- 
ting out of the invitations. He took them 
to tne Postoffice when completed and 
mailed them himself. I employ Mr. Wor- 
rell only occ».sionally, but lie came to me 
with the hipbest recoinniendations, and 
when he tells me he mailed those letters 1 
am satisfied that he did so." 

The matter, therefore, stands in this 
way : The postal authorities are satisfied 
that the missing invitations were never 
mailed, and Seoretary Donald is positive 
they were. In the nieaniimetbePostoflSce 
Itispi cttirs are mithe scent andthe&wtsof 
tlie ca^e will soun he knn-.vn.

THE CASE OF JOSHUA HENDY. 



A Man Mat Make an Unjust Will 
IF He Sees Fit and Is Sound 
IN Mind. 



"Oh, go right ahead, we don't mind 
what is printed as coming from the other 
side," said W. S. Goodfellow yesterday, 

when till- criticisms of Mr. Knight and 
Mr. Hcfjgerty ujion certain peculiarities of 
the Fair will were called to his attention. 

"1 don't care what they say," lie ctm- 
tinticd, ''and certainly will not take the 
trouble to answer their criticisms ui the 
papers. I assure you, however, that I did 
not care to fool round with Uncle Jim 
Fair's estate, but now that he has stack 
me in as eicecutor I shall remain and see it 
through. I shall make it stick, too, you 
can be sure of thnt. 

"Mr. McEiieriioy has taken the'burden 
from my .shoulders for the time being, but 
1 it, lend to give the case my personal at- 
tention shortly." 

The setting aside of the verdict in the 
Hcndy w Hl case, the contest of which was 
based upon alienations of unsouiul mind 
and unttue intlucnco, is Lnvcn an added in- 
terest to lawyers and others in view of the 
prospective contest of the Fair will on 
these same allegations. 

"James G. Fair was a keen, clear-headed 
business man, the last man in the citv to 
be suspected of being insane," said ^Ir. 
Goodfellow. "No one thought of suggest- 
ing such a thing during his lifetime nor of 
any one influencing him in the least de- 
gree against his inclination. 

"The case of Joshua Hendy has nothing 
in common with that of .lames G. Fair, ' 
said Mr. Heggerty yesterday, ' llcndy, at 
his death, was at the head of a big manu- 
facturing concern, which Was a demon- 
stration iu itself that his head was all 
right. His will was contested bv hia 
brothers, who felt af!{rricved at the"tosta- 
tor's neglect. Now, a' man is not expected 
to provide for his brothers unless he wishes 
to. The case of Fair is entirely different, 
you see. Here his own child"ren are left 
subject to the whims and good behavior of 
strangers, so to speak. And as to his men- 
tal condition, he was old, he was sick and 
had been so for a long time, and he was 
daily and continually under the iuUuence 
of whisky." 

Kowlin & Fassett and Judge Cotton, who 
were attorneys of record for the Hendy 
estate, are. of course, very well pleaseil 
with the turn the Hcndy case has taken, 
and have the rulings of the courts on the 
questions of "mental incompetency" and 
"undue influence" on call. 

"The courts have been crying out against 
the prevailing dispo.sition to attack the 
validity of wills," said Mr. Nowiiii yester- 
day. 

• Judge Coffey, in this case against the 
Hendy will," he said, "charged the iury 
that • the very object of making a will is 
to disturb tne i-qiiality of (listribution 
which the law estaulislics in the absence of 
one; and whether tbe reasons for it, in 
the testa'or's inind, are well or ill founded 
is immaterial, if he bus arrived at the re- 
sult of hia own volition and without any 
fraud, coercion or constraint of others.' 

"Again, he said: 'Intellectual feableness 
alone, or mere weakness nf tbe iinder- 
staiidinf;— whether this condilion of mind 
is brought about by natural causes or the 
result of an injury or disease— does not dis- 
qualify a person from making a valid will. 
A partial failure of miiul or memory, even 
to a considerable extent, from whatever 
cause, is not in itself siitlicient ground for 
setting aside a will if tliere mil reiiiajns 
sufficient mind and memory to enable tbe 
testator to comprehend what he is about 
and to understand that he is disposing of 
bis estate by his will and to whom he is 
disposing of it.' 

"On tlie question of undue influence 
Judge Coffey said : "The true test of un- 
due influence is that it overpowers the will 
without convincing the judgment. It must 
be an influence depriving the party of the 
exercise of his judgment aud his free ac- 
tion. Undue influence cannot be presumed, 
but must be jirovcd and the burden oi 
t)roving it by prei)i>nderanoe of evidence 
lies on the contestants.' 

"With regard to the right of every man 
to dispose of his own as he will, Judge 
Coffey said: 'The law gives to every man 
of sound mind the riglit to dis])0.se of his 
own property by last will, and this is re- 
garded as one of the most sacred rights and 
the most eiticient means which he has in 
protracted life or old agej to command the 
attention due to his infirmities, and a man 
cannot legallv be deprived of this right be- 
cause of any bodily alllic.tions, if he be of 
sound miiid. it makes no difference 
whether the will aj>pears to be just or un- 
just, equitable or inequitable. • • • A 
in.in may be of sound mind and strong 
mind, and yet be exceedingly unjust. A 
person lias a right to maice an' unjust will. 
A testator « • » may do what be will 
with his own.' " 

'There is not one opinion alone, nut a 
thousand of like character, " said Mr. Cood- 
fellow yesterday, "holding that a man may 
make what appears to be a cruel and un- 
just will — that, in a word, he may do with 
his own as he will."

The Sonthem Pnelflo May Have Im- 
TfngnmVla Express Cars. 

The frequency with which train rob- 
beries have occurred within the past few 
years, many of which resulted in the loss 
of large suras of money to the companies 
which were the victims, has been a source 
of great annoyance to the olhcials of tbe 
Southern Pacific in common with those of 
other roads. 

The subject has received much attention 
from these gentlemen, and various means 
have been suggested from time to time by 
which it was believed the efforts of the 
thieves might be frustrttted. It was pro- 
posed to have armed guards accompany 
each train upon wliiclt treasure was car- 
ried, but this plan involved great expense, 
and as the efforts of all railroad companies 
are now directed toward reducing expendi- 
tures instead of increasing them, conse- 
quently this plan was abandone.i. 

The mcthotl now under consideration is 
a car esiiccially consirncteil to successfully 
resist any attacks make upon it. It has 
become quite a frequent occurance of late 
for outlaws to make a sudden descent on a 
train, put the engineer and flreman under 
arrest, and while a j>ortion of the gang 
guards their jirisoiiers, the remainder of 
tbe bund tieliberately go through the train 
antl levy on the passengers. 

The mail and cxiiress cars are, however, 
the most sought after, ami the desperadoes 
often make nch hauls, owing to the fact 
that the messengers are in such a position 
as to he almost helpless. If they lock them- 
selves 111 the car there is no chance to resist 
an onslaught, and the robbers being, as a 
rule, first-class marksmen, any exposure 
on the part of the employes results in 
drawing the effective fire of the thieves. 

In a device which the Southern I'acific 
officials are giving their consideration the 
exiiress or maii car is provideii with npjio- 
site side openings, into which are fitted 
rectangular frames, somewhat hke a large 
shallow box, opening inwardly to the car. 
Ihese sections rest upon suitable floor 
strips and are provided with rack bars and 
pinion gear. They are noniiiiallv drawn 
inward, so that the outward face is flush 
With the side of the car, and does not pre- 



sent any unusual appearance. W;.. :i liie 
train is stopped and the robbers parade 
along it the messenger turns a crank and 
the bullet-proof sections slide out like a 
square bay-window. Pmall loopholes are 
provided, and the mosengcr is thus af- 
forded a flanking fire ihe entire length of 
the train. The loopholes are protected by 
steel pl^s pivotally attached, which can 
be turned to cover the orifice until the mes- 
senger is ready to snuff out another robber. 

The sections are also provided with 
searchlights, which will illuminate the 
entire length of the train and tbe sur- 
rcranding land. The device, it is claimed, 
will also prevent the robbers from pursuing 
a plan wfiich has found much favor with 
them in the past. It has been the custom 
of many of these gangs of desperadoes to 
use the engineer or fireman of a train at- 
tacked as a shield, while the thieves forced 
the door of the express-car with dvnamite 
or other means. As the sliding "sections 
permit the messenger to have a full view 
of the train he could readily pick off the 
thieves from his secure position before 
they wotdd be able to attach a bomb to 
the car door or make anv progress in their 
efforts to force an entrance.

Of course there was an audience, but 
where the enthusiastic crowds nsed to come 
in hundreds they now come in tens and 
fives, and yet the orchestra is much nearer 



nerfection than it was a few months aco. 
Moszkiiwki's symphonic poem was lieaii- 
tifully j.layed last night. It i3 a peculiarly 



attractive work and will well bear hearing 
more than once, as the descriptive charac- 
ter of the music grows upon the hearer- 
Jeanne's pastoral life and her great uiis- 
sion revealed in a vision, followed bv tbe 
harmonies which were chromatic eiiough 
to express any aiuount of internal discord, 
thr-n the music gradually subsiding into 
peaceful remembrances.

make themselves look as charming as 
possible, and as a personal illustration 
showed the eflicacy of her argument.

Claus Spreckels Thinks It Will 
Be Thrown Out of 
Court. 



A Hint at More LinoATiON Be- 
tween THE Famil'? Fac- 
tions. 



An attempt was made yesterday after- 
noon to learn from Rudolph Spreckels just 
what injury he fears from the transfer of 
stock proposed by the Nevada Bank, to 
prevent which he has brought an injunc- 
tion suit. The plaintiff could not be found, 
hut his brother, C. A. Spreckels, said: 

"The people at 4:;7 Market street have 
certain objects to gain by the tran:-[er oi 
this stock. They have ix'cii tiyi!;;-. it- 
tain their object for a long time, and I have 
given them just rope enough with which to 
hang themselves. Now, my evidence is all 
in, and I propose to protect my interests. 
This suit is only the beginning. The end? 
Yo'.i will find that in the courts at the 
jiroper time. 

"I am not the party in interest in the 
present suit, but the agreement n;adowheu 
Rudolph's stock was pledged was that it 
should not be transferred out of his name. 
If any one asserts to the contrary he lies, 
that's all." 

"Was there a written paper to that ef- 
fect?" was asked. 

"We will prove onr case or keep it out of 
court." was the rejoinder. "Do I speak for 
my brother? No, onlv for myself, but our 
interests are practically identical." 

J. D. Spreckels remarked that the suit 
was brought against tbe bank, but if it in 
any way concerned him his attorney, S. M. 
Shortridge, could give any necessary infor- 
mation. 

Claus Spreckels said : "There is nothing 
in tbe suit. You will see that it will be 
thrown out of court. The l ompany owed 
me $700,000, but the boys elrirL'ed"iue in 
their former suit with trying to rob the 
stockholders. I told my lawver to offer to 
settle for $»iOO,000, and thereby sacrificed 
;iOO,OOU. Does that look as though I was 
trying to rob them? They accepted the 
offer, and then I had to have sectirity for 
my money, lius did nm have security 
enough, and so Rudolph pledged hi^- stock. 
It was st.ick I had given him outri;'!it. He 
never b;id any hand in the m.inageuient of 
tbe company. My partner owned half the 
stock and I owned the other half— only I 
gave half mine to Rudolph. 

■•Now they want to pay one-third of the 
debt, and as we cannot "divide the stock 
that way without getting new certificates 
I thought I would cut it up into smaller 
parcels and have it all in my name, to save 
trouble. 

"The suit amounts to nothing. It .seems 
as if those boys like to be always in litiga- 
tion ; they must be crazy. They lost their 
heads now these last few years, and vet 
they used to be just as good boys as ever 
were." 

Attorney Shortridge, whose firm, Delmas 
& Shortridge, has been retained by the 
Nevada Bank, spoke of the mutter' with 
evident reluctance. "Tbe suit," he said, 
"is against tbe Nevada Bank to < njoin 
them from transferring certain st...ck from 
the name of Rudolph Spreckels. The 
stock is pledged to the bank and the law 
distinctly gives the pledgee the right to 
have such stock reissued' to him as such 
pledgee. For this young man to charge 
an institution of Bucfy known integ- 
rity with taking part in any under- 
handed or questionable transaction 
affecting his stock is ridiculous. The bank 
simply wants to protect itself and those 
who arc dealing with it. This voting man 
does not seem to realize upon what tliiu 
ice he stands. Charges against him are 
such that all his property in the Hawaiian 
Islands is li.ible to confiscation. 

"You may say that the step the bank 
contemplates cannot in any way, manner, 
shape or form tend to injure the interests 
of the plaintiff in this case. We will re- 
turn his stock to him when the payment, 
which is still owing but not yet due, shall 
be made, and wo would be only too glad to 
have him make the payment and ti&e the 
stock at once."

These three wisp men are supposed tc be 
discussing the propo>ed tir.ir of t he world 
which was then yet tr> br made by Pro- 
fessor Agassiz, the trip that has since 
. taken its place in history as a voyage that 
accomplished great things for science. 
- The trip, made in 1871, was the initial 
. undertaking of the Hassler. She had just 
come off the ways in the yard of Camden, 
N. J. Her performance during the entire 
totir was all that could have been desired. 

The trip was undertaken at the request 
of Superintendent Pierce of the United 
State* geodetic survey and with and under 
the anthority of the Secretary of the 
Treaaniy. 

The steamerwas commanded by Captain 
Phil C. Johnson of the United States navy. 

Professor Agassiz yas accompanied by 
his wife and by Thomas Hill, LL.D., ex- 
president of Harvard, and by D. S. Stein- 
dechnar, afterward director of the Impe- 
rial Museum of Vienna. 

On the voyage they studied the fauna of 
the ocean, its currents, temperatures, deep- 
sea soundings and the dredgings ; also, the 
depths to which light penetrated the ocean. 

Tht litUe Hassler. just in eommisaion 
and new to her business, brought the dis- 
tinguished company safely around the 
Horn and all the long way up the Western 
coast. 

They arrived in San Diego in W'2. Com- 
ing on to San Francisco, they were received 
by the California Academy of Sciences, of 
which Professor Davidson had jost then 
been elected president. 

The party rema in ed here some consider- 
able time, being shown all the honors that 
were befitting so distinguished a company 
and so noble a mission. 

Agassiz's health steadily improved while 
be was here, and when he left it was to 
once more engage, and with renewed en- 
thusiasm, in the ichthyological investiga- 
tion and his teaching in the field school 
which his friends had established. 

All three of these planners of the expedi- 
tton have since died, Agassis last of alL

P. U. O'Connor, the election inspector 
of the Sixteenth Precinct of the Thirty-first 
District, was on trial liefore Judge Wallace 
yesterday for willfully refusing to sign the 
election returns from his precinct as is re- 
quired by the law. Defending him was 
M. M. Foote, who has already been in 
serious trouble over the case through his 
free and easy criticisms of the course taken 
by Judge Wallace, and yesterday be came 
very near crossing the line once more, 
although this time bis oSense was more 
passive than active. 

Foote's claim is that the Election Com- 
mission agreed to dismiss the case if 
O'Connor would sign the returns. O'Con- 
nor has signed the returns and still the 
prosecution goes on. Foote wished to 
show that his client had told the District 
Attorney that he was willing at any time 
to sign the returns, that he bad no inten- 
tion of breaking any law and that there 
was no criminal intent in his action. To 
prove this Mr. Foote called A. P. Black, 
the Assistant District Attorney prosecuting 
the case, to the stand.

"Questions about the new law? Yes, we 
have to answer hundreds of them every 
day. To keep track of them would require 
the services of half a dozen sborthaiid 
writers. There are a great many persons 
in this city who had atone time a large in- 
come, but who by misfortune have had 
that income reauced below the $3500 mark. 
Tnese persons, fearing that they might be 
assessed arbitrarily, come here and make 
aflldavit to show that they are not subject 
to assessment. It is not necessary, but 
there is no law to prevent them from so 
doing. No one who has not had an income 
in excess of $3500 need trouble himself 
about the income tax." 

The law provides for a collection of a tax

guardians and trustees, executors, adminis- 
trators, agents, receivers and all persons or 
corporations acting in any fiduciary 
capacity. 

Return to be made toHbe collector or 

a deputy coliertor of the district on or be- 
fore the ir)th of April, 189.5, and the tax to 
be paid to tlie collector or deputy on or 
before the 1st day of July, 1895. • 

It also provides fur a like tax on returns 
by banks, banking institutions, trust com- 
panies, saving institutions, life and other 
insurance companies, railroad, canal, turn- 
pike, caiuil navigation, slack water, tele- 
phone, telegraph, express, electric light, 
gas, water, street railroad and all other 
corporations— and this to make up the 
deficit in the treasury, the result of the 
maladministration under the Cleveland 
rule. The law does not apply, however, 
to States, counties or municipalities, nor to 
corporations or associations conducted for 
charitable, religions or educational pur- 
poses; nor to savings banks having no 
stockholders, no members .-ave depositors, 
nor capital save deposits: nor to insurance 
companies on the mutual plan. 



GRAND JURY PRESENTMENTS. 

Atlomay Baef tVllI Test the T.eKHlity 
of FxoeeadlnBS Against Certain 
FropertyOwneT*. 



The question of the legality of arrests 
under Grand Jury presentments came up 
in Jndge IjOw's court yesterda:^ afternoon, 
when the cases of the four women charged 
with giving an indecent exhibition were 
called. 

District Attorney Barnes appeared for 
the people, and Attorneys Ruef and West 
for the defendants and other defendants 
arrested on presentments. The defendants 
and the witnesses for the prosecution were 
in court. 

The District Attorney said that arrests 
on presentmcTits of the" Grand Jury were 
new to San Francisco courts. He thought, 
however, the presentments would stand on 
the same footing as a complaint sworn to 
in the police courto. He was prepared to 
go on with the cases. 

Attorney Ruef asked for a ftirtlicr con- 
tinuance. He thought be could satisfy the 
Jpdge that he had no jurisdiction, and at 
(ae proper time he would cite'nnmeroua 



authorities in support of that contention. 
There were also the case of property- 
owners to be brought up on presentments, 
and he wished for time to gather his facts 
in logical seijuence, so that the matter 
could be intelligently argued and disposed 
of. His clients declined to plead as they 
did not recognize the court's jurisdiction. 

The District Attorney agreed with Attor- 
ney Ruef as to the importance of the ques- 
tion, as there were fourteen cases yes- 
terday and there would be eighteen more 
to-day, in which the same principle was 
involved. He would agree to a reasons tjle 
continuance. 

The Judge fixed Monday afternoon for 
the argument, and if he should decide 
against Attorney Buef's contention the 
cases will be tried by a jtiry probably on 
Wednesday. 

Warrants were served yesterday upon 
several of the property-o'wners against 
whom the Grand .Jury mailc presentments 
for renting h.ii:.~i s for purposes of ill fame 
and each gave bonds in ?i;uO or $llj0 cash. 

ELLIS' SUIT DISMISSED. 

Ha Daeides He Cannot 'Win and Bo 
llropH Out. 

The suit of .lolMi W. EIUs against the 
Central Presbyn riaii Tabernacle, of which 
he was for some turbulent months the 
pastor, has been dismissed by Judge Sca- 
well on stipulation of the contraciinc 
parties. This suit was for $5142 78, whicii 
Bllis claimed was due him on the salary 
contract which he had with the session of 
the Presbytery. 

In its an-wt-r the defendant church de- 
nied owing this money to Ellis, and further 
charged that he had collected $e33 belong- 
ing to the tabernacle, which had never 
found its way into the coffers of the Lord. 
In answer to this Kills denied taking the 
money, and claimed that any monev he 
had ever collected had heen u.sed to liqui- 
date church debts in an entirely legitimate 
manner.

Plans Being Formed for a Co- 
operative Society OF Church 
Mejbhrs. 

Twenty Thousakd Acres op Land 
As A Basis Upon Which to 
Begin. 



G. ^. Wilderman of 711 Howard street 
has a patent on a flouring mill and an in- 
terest in a tract of land near Ensenada, 
Mexica With these two possessions he 
proposes to revolutionize the workjlife of 
the Christian public by establishing a co- 
operative society composed entirely of pro- 
fessed and tried Christians. 

The plan is an elaborate one as ontlim d 
by a circular now in the hands of a prinii i-. 
The organization is to be known us the 
World's Christian Co-operative Society 
and isto be incorporated under the laws of 
California. 

Each indiviiii!:il joining the society is to 
pay $100. This monev is to be lisel in 
deveU)i)ing minini: lands, to be purchased, 
building and operating flour mills and, in 
fact, delving in every business known to 
the people oi the world. In order that the 
society may have some substantial ground 
upon which to begin business G. W. Wil- 
derman and William Ma Crindle have ea<:h 
donated 10,000 acres of land in Lower Cali- 
fornia to the society. That is, the circular 
says they do so, with the provision that the 
provision that land shall never be .sold 
but must remain as the property of the 
society. The j)rosi)ectU3 says that the 
object in forming the society is to get 
Christian people together where they can 
earn their living uuder circumstances sur- 
rounded by the safeguards of church fel- 
lowship. All prolits to be eqnallv divided. 

The business of t In- society wilf be trans- 
acted by a boani of direi tor's to be elected 
annually by the members. These directors 
are empowered to purchase lands, erect 
flouring mills, establish general stores, 
factories and such other ]. laces of business 
as they may deem fit. One of the principal 
features of the plan is to establish bakeries 
in , San Francisco, and in that way use up 
the prodiu t <if the tiour mill, which is to 
be located within fifty miUs of this city or 
Los Angeles. 

According to the prospectus the brans 
and surf< it stock of the proposed mill will 
be used to fatten cattle and hogs. Chickens 
and sheep are also to add to the exchequer. 

It is j.roposcd to have 1000 Christians 
subscribe $10<J each. If a person who is 
qualiiied from a Biblii':il standpoint does 
not pos^. ss the requisiti- ^^lixj he or she will 
Le iicriijuted to borrow the money they 
reouire from anv one, and "the societv 
will pii-.!i,.,- the land." Although the gift 
deeil will have the provision that the land 
must n- vcr be sold, it is expected that 
many j.eoi.le can be found who will loan 
money upon it with th:it understanding. 

Ho far ^14 has been roceivcd, according 
to Mr. Wilderman's statement. There are 
to be no salaries, hence all the money paid 
into the society will go to furthering "the 
cause." 

Articles of incorporation have not been 
drawn up as yet, but it is expected by the 
father of the scheme that seven men w^ill 
be rcudy to sign the articles within a few 
days. Mr. Wilderman counte upon him- 
self and William McCrindle, who was the 
original owner of the tract in Mexico, a 
fjortion of which it is proposed to give the 
society, as two of the people who wUl ask 
for incorporation.

George Whittell's Opinion |of 
THE Market - Street 
Bond Suit. 



Opposing Stockholders of the 
Street Roads Fear for 
Their Rights. 



That the suit of the Market-street Rail- 
road Company against 1. W. Hellman, 
which, upon a pro forma decision of the 
Sufierior Court, is now before the Supreme 
Court, will not be decided without a con- 
test, is shown by a notice of motion for 
permission to file briefs made yesterday. 

The suit is one to settle the legal stend- 
ing of the bonds issned by the Market- 
street Railroad Company soon after its 
formation. 

I. W. Hellman, pre-idcut of the Xcvada 
Bank, contracted to purcha.se a large 
amount of the bonds, but when the time 
for delivery came lie refused to accept 
them, on the ground that they were not 
legally issued. A suit to compel him to 
take the bonds was then instituted, and 
Judge WaHace, before whom the case was 
tried, rendered judgment in favor of the 
plaintiffs, thus, for the time being, estab- 
lishing the validity of the bonds. 

The case was submitted to him upon an 
agreed state of fncts, ^nd it comes now be- 
fore the .-iupreme Court uuder the same 
circumstances. 

Whittell's affidavit and notice of amo- 
tion for permission to tile briefs in the case 
is made as a citizen interested in but not 
connected with the suit. 

Whittell is a stockholder in the Central 
Railroad Company, and now lias a suit 
pending to set aside the transfer of the 

Sroperty and franchises of the Central 
ailroad Company to the combination. 
Joined with him in his motion is .1. How- 
ard Smitb,a stockholder in the Ferri^^ ;n. I 
Cliff House Railroad, who has a similar 
suit to set aside the transfers of property 
and franchises of the road in which he is 
interested. 

Whittell's claim is that there is really no 
controversy between the parties fn the ac- 
tion now on appeal, nor does he admit 
there ever was a controversy. He charges 
that the whole case is an agreed action to 
serurr a decision adverse to himself and to 
the objecting stockholders of the roads 
which entered the combine. 

The section of the Code of Civil Proce- 
dure which the applicant quotes in sup- 
port of his claim allows parties to a ques- 
tion in difference to agree upon a case con- 
taining the facts upon which the contro- 
versy depends and to submit the same for 
adjudication. The section expressly pro- 
vides, however, that it must appear bv af- 
fidavit that the controversy is real anJ the 
proceedings in good faithi This Whittell 
claims is not the case in the present action. 
The controversy is not a real one, he savs, 
but one brought by both parties for the 
sole purpose of seciuring a judgment and 
without any bona-fide difference arising 
between them. His motion will be heard 
next Jlofiday. His action is brought, he 
states, liecause he fears that unless repre- 
sented in the case he as well as other op- 
posing stockholders win not have their 
rights protected.

Tom Kiley's Sprinter Sets a 
NE*r ^CoAST Record for 
' Sprinters. 



It was an excellent caid that was offered 
race-goers yesterday, one of the best siiice 

the nieptinj; bep.in, tlip liel-ls were pood 
and the bcnini; on the liiifi iini t veiiis \v:is 
spirited and lu';ivv. The iittendinp- crowd 
was liberally sprinkled with "ye soiiety 
folk," who gathered there to sec the pony 
race, with gentlemen riders sporting silk. 

Five ont of six favorites finished in front, 
but one, Don Fulano, was disqualified for 
fouling and the race given to Captain Rees, 
also heavily played.

Those three rapid travelers. George F.

PAB8IHG Qg 8TBE ET WORK. 

Petitions to SuK|i«nd Banners Denied by 
the Supervisors. 

Tlie Street Committee of the Board of 
Supervisors puM^cl upon many petitions 
relating to work on public thorouglifares 
at its meeting yesteruay. 

The Pacific Kennel Club's petition for 
permission to suspend two banners over 
the street at t he luterseciion of Marketund 
Kearny streets for the purpose of advertis- 
ing the coming bench show was adversely 
reported. 

It was decided to recommend the con- 
tirmalion 01 the assessment for tlie sewer- 
ing of California street from Laurel to 
W alnut, which was appealed from by the 
Laurel Cemetery Association. 

Captain Lees appeared before the com- 
mittee and protested against the letting of 
a contract for the paving of Scott street, 
between Page and Fell. He said that the 
property-owners had already paid for the 
grading, sewering and paving of the street, 
but the railroad company had rendered it 
almost impassable by tearing up its tracks 
and then neglecting to put the thorough- 
fare in proper condition. He thought that 
Tt waa the duty of the company to do the 
work wbich.it waa propoeed to saddle on 
the propert]r*owneiB.

Another Rush to the Yukon. 
Prospectors in British 
Columbia. 



They are having quite a little gold ex- 
citement at Willets, in Mendocino County, 
and there are several "prospects" being 
opened, though nothing startling has been 

developed as yet. 

They have had dull times in mining in 
Slariposa County for twenty years past, but 
everything is getting lively down there 
now. 

Prospecting is very active in the old as 
well as the newer mining regions of the 
State. 

Mining affairs are quite active in the 
Picacho district, .San Diego County. 

There is as much activity in I'alevaras 
County now as in any county in the .State. 

The strike at I'ike City, Sierra (^oiinty, 
last week will encourage many miners in 
that vicinity. 

Mining sales appear to be as frequent at 
Angels Camp as at any place in the State. 
The mines worked in its vicinity are turn- 
ing out lots of bullion, and this makes 
other properties near by valuable. 

A mining revival is reported at Pana- 
miiit. Southern Inyo County. New York 
men have been buying some properties 
there. 

The new shaft of the old Gwin mine, 
Calaveras County, is expected to strike the 
ledge at 1400 feet. This was a famous pro- 
ducing mine in its day, but has been 
aliandoncd a long time. Recently active 
operations have been going on. 

Several gravel-mills are being built for 
crushing "dee)! gravel" in Siskiyou Count v. 
It is thought by some that certain portions 
of the gravel deposits there arc much like 
those now yielding so well in South Africa. 

The Hayden Hill mines, Lassen County, 
are again looking up as more development 
work is done. 

A great deal of mining work is now going 
on in Riverside County and with excellent 
results. 

Tt is said that English capital will open 
the gravel mines on the west ^ideof the 
Colorado River, about twenty-seven miles 
above Yuma. 

Colorado men have purchased the Shel- 
tou group of gold mines. Lynx Creek, Ariz. 

Idaho mrreased her gold jiroduct very 
materially last year over the previous one. 

A .-oo.! many Washington mines are ide 
owing to tlie low price of silver. 

Ten experienced hydraulic miners from 
Iowa Hill, Placer County, went up to 
British Columbia last week to work in the 
mini's oiierated by .lohn Hobson, who was 
foriiu-rly (if Iowa Hill. He knew Where to 
send for good miners. 

At Acton, Los Angeles County, H. C. 
Reno is extracting gold with a steam gold 
amalgamator, working up old tailings, and 
is taking out if lo per day. It talies six men 
in two shifts— ni{;ht and day— to run the 
machine. This is a new plant and has 
about six months' work on the present 
dumps. 

Plans are on foot to organize a branch of 
the State Miners' Association in Tuolumne 
County, Mr. E. C. Loftus of Sonora is 
starting the movement. 

The (-'alifornia Miners' Association is 
busv collecting money in the mining 
counties to aid in the tight to prevent the 
railroad comiianiis from obt. lining any 
more mineral lands in ihis State. 

Activity is increa.sing in tlie mines of 
the peninsula of Lower California. Pros- 
pectors arc going out in all directions from 
Knsenada. 

_ In Lower California N. H. A. Mason of 

Nevada has purchased the Bareno mines 
below Rosario, and has al.so inten sied him- 
self in mines at the Real del Cistilin Willi 
H. L. ?;iiwards and O. 1'. Heed, (ieneral 
K. C. Humphrey and a Mr. Wood have 
located a number of copper mines between 
Ensenada and San Ciuintin, and are also 
looking at gold properties in the Real 
country. A stampinill will be immedi- 
ately put on the .liiciilitos mine, owned by 
H, A. Howard, and a live-stamp mill is 
about to be put up on H. L, Edwards' 
Zaragosa mine. 

K. R. Abadie, formerly suiierintendent 
of the North Star mine at fJrass Valley, is 
now superintending a mine at Johannes- 
burg, South Africa, and receives a salary 
of 110,000 a year. 

John Hays Hammond, the California 
mining engineer who has distinguislicd 
himself in South .\frica by receiving the 
largest salary of any m ining engineer in 
the country, is at present in London, 

The Anaconda Conijuiny will begin next 
month the erection of a"relincry, etc., at 
Oreat Falls, Mont., to cost |2,000,000. 

The miners at Placerville have been 
draftinga new set of by-laws for the dis- 
trict. This shows that mining affairs are 
looting up in that section of £1 Dorado 
County. 

The Colorado River from Yuma to the 
Needles is proclaimed as a countrv won- 
derfully rich in gold, silver, h ad and iron. 
An e.\pert of some note says that within 
the next live years tlie country between 
Klirenberg and Yuma will surprise the 
world in its output of gold, silver and lend. 

The necessity of keeping close watcli 
over mining claims, and of taking all legal 
steps to jierfect titles has l)een shown in 
the Coiiitervilie district lately. In one iii- 
stance a mine upon wiiich a mill was in 
operation, was jumped, and several in- 
stances have been reported where claims 
have been "appropriated." Thereare men 
who will resort to almost any means to se- 
cure desirable claims; and even if their 
efforts do not win the owners are put to 
considerable expense. .\ claim is never 
safe until it is patented; and if a claim is 
worth holding it is worth patenting. 

The Porterville (Tulaie Countv) Enter- 
prise says: The people of this and adjoin- 
ing coiirities should petition the authori- 
ties at Wasliiiigion for permission to pros- 
pect and mine in the reserve lands. It is 
believed that there are great and valuable 
mineral deposits, and mining certainly 
would not be very injurious to the forests, 
and if it were Injurious to some extent the 
profits would more than compensate for 
the loss. 

In the mining districts of 'Wvomingthey 
are trying what they call anew process. 
'1 he crushed ore is heated to a state of in- 
candescence, ouem hed in a bath of cold 
water. As each re.l-hot p.-irticle falls into 
the water enough strain is inslantlv gen- 
erated to shatter it. and any glaze or lilm 
is therefore ruptured. There ft nothing 
very new in this, and it will remind (irass 
Valley men somewhat of the Krver process 
tried there some years ago. Which was a 
lamentable failure. 



Alaska Slinm. 
A special steamer leaves this city in a 
few days to take a number of miners to 
Alaska. There will be a big "rush" to the 
Yukon River section this year owing to 
the good results last year, "it is estimated 
that the placer-miners on the Yukon and 
branches took out alxuit half a million 
dollars in 1894. On Die Yukon River and 
its branches and feeders there is plenty of 
placer gold, and the farther you go up the 
better it gets, but there is no way to reach 
that country except by crossing the moun- 
tains on foot from Sitka or by going up the 
Yukon River in the spring, when it is clear 
of ice. The miners go up as early as they 
can in the spring and stay as late as they 
can in the fall, but they scarcely ever get 
m9re than six months' work out of the 
year. They make good wages as a rule, 



but there is a great deal of luck about it, as 
m all places. The q-iartz mines are attract- 
irig a great deal of attention at present also. 
They are mainly on the islands or the 
coast. The ledges are generally large and 
not of high grade, and it takes capital to 
operate them. We mav look for many 
strikes in .-llaska this season owing to the 
of prospectors in the field. 
The mining along the Yukon is placer 
entirely. A large numficr of claims were 
taken up last j-ear at variou.s points, and 
the output of gold gave an average return 
of $2000. Of ciiur.se there were many dis- 
appointed prospectors, as Mime of the 
chiinis iirodiiced verv lieavilv, while many 
others were worthless. Biit that is en- 
coniitered in every mining country. A 
good many miners wintered in the Yukon 
cain|is this year, but most of the men re- 
turned to civilization, K.^penses are very 
heavy in that region, and no miner should 
leave here without funds enough to keep 
himself well supplied and have a "stake'' 
to get back with In case of bad luck. 

What Colorado BUnera Want. 

The Rocky Mountain News prints an 
open letter, which it states was signed by 

ninety-six working miners and addressed 
to the Tenth General Assembly of Colo- 
rado, in which they suggest amendments 
to the laws, as follows: 

1. Eight hours a legal day's work forsU 
men working underground, 

2. Reouire all mines iml or more feet 
deep to have at least two exits. 

3. To forbid storage of powder or caps 
within fifty feet of shafthonse. 

4. To 

prohibit the eiuplovment of coolie 
labor in mines. 

5. To require all incorporated com- 
panies to pay their laborers at least semi- 
monthly. 

6. To compel all mining corporations 
offering stock for sale, or those whose 
stock IS held by :inv person other than the 
directors of said compaiiv, to Jiublish an- 
nually in some newspaper of general circu- 
lation in the county where they operate a 
full statement showing assets and liabili- 
ties, income and expenditures, this state- 
ment to be signed under oath by at least 
two of the coni],anv's directors. 

This clause part ii'ularlv would be not only 
a good thing for the ma.sses, but for people 
who Iniy stock in corimration mines. There 
area good many swindling mining corpora- 
tions that would soon be out of existence 
if such a law was enforced, not only in 
Colorado but in other mining States. We 
have been very free from such evils in Cal- 
ifornia mines, but mainly bei ause the gold 
mines of this State do not offer their stock 
at public sale. We have had plentv of 
mining stock speculations, it is true, "but 
scarcely any with pvurley California mines. 

Assays Not Necessary. 

In a mining case tried in Montana the- 
other day before the Supreme Court, an 
error alleged was that the evidence did not 
show that prior to the location of the claim 
there was a dicovery 01 a mineral-bearing 
vein. One of the locators testilied fully to , 
the liKation of the claim and the discovery 
of a vein. He described the strike, gave its 
width and stated that it was laid in solid 
granite; that be did not make any assays 
at the time, but did so later, and proved 
the mineral character of thevein. The Su- 
preme Court says that was all it was possi- 
ble for an intelligent prospector to say 
without making an actual assay. The 
court did not consider the assay necessarv, 
which shows it was a sr :isi hie court. In' 
goid-<iuanz claims partii iilarlv, verv few- 
assays are ever made e.vccpt ti") get at the 
value of the sulphureis, .V ■■horn spoon" 
or pan will readily show the presence of 
gold without any assay. A very simple 
test, too, will show the presence of silver 
without an assay forouantity having to be 
made. Assays &tp all very "well in some! 
cases, but tliey are of little use when lo- | 
eating orpiospectin); claims. Old hands 
in the business care little for them in com- | 
inencing work or locating a claim. It is! 
time enough for assays when the other pre- i 
liminaries are arranged. And now the I 
prospector has a Supreme Court authority 
lor his practice. j 

Allen Hlnen te BiMUh Oolunbla. I 

Some of the B^tish Columbia people I 
have been trying to get an amendment to 
their laws to forbid Americans and other 
aliens in British Columbia from locating 
mineral lands in the proviiice. This was 
defeated, however, and the new law, just i 
passed, contains no such provisidi,. The j 
proposed policy would have been a very | 
short-sighted one. as they need American 
miners and c.ajiital in that region. 

The Canadian Government is making 
special efforts to induce imniiL-r ition. It 
particularly desires the e.vploraiion and 
development of its wild lands. The min- 
eral wealth of ilritish Columbia was an 
unknown quantity until prospectors from 
the United States went into the country, 
endured the hardship of the wilderness 
and made the startling discoveries that 
aiterwar.i placed the province in the front 
rank as a mineral producer. If such a re- 
striction had been in force four years ago 
the Slocan ■would still be an undiscovered 
camp and Tr.iil Ci-.-ek would be unknown. 
Of course if m h :i law should now be en- 
acted it would ciii-c k future disi ovi ries and 
retard the growth of the province. The 
law-makers look the sensii.lc view of tlie 
matter and did not adopt the suggestions 
of the narrow-minded men who wanted to 
keep American miners out of the countrj'. 

Price of Asliestos. 

In the Call of last week retereiice was 
made to the charai ter of the asbestos de- 
posits of this country, and particularly to 
those of California, which has elicted some 
inquiry as to the market value of the sub- 
stance. The Caiiadian asbestos is the best, 
and brings bi.i.;li pi ices. The producers in 
that country .sold in 18W some OHTiO tons for 
an average of $l'i7 per ton. In 181)1 they 
sold i)000 tons, at $111 per ton; in 1892 
<)U4J tons, at $64 30; and in 1893, 6473 tons, 
valued at $48 per ton. 

In lS!lfi all the asbestos produced in the 
Tnited States was from California. It was 
oiily 71 tons, valued at $65 per ton; in 181)1 
It wasiil tons, valued at $60 per ton; in 
is!ij it was 1(H tons, valued at $61 per ton. 
In 1.S93 the amount was only 50 tons, and 
that which was ground and sold lirought 
$50 per ton. Onh- the verv best of the ma- 
terial was marketed in this State in anv of 
these vears. The ordinary run of the ina- 
terial is not worth more than $10 to $20 per 
toD, and is hard to sell at thaU

RED BOOK VS. BI TTE BOOI. 

Contineton ■Want the Rattler Test Ordi- 
nance Repealed. 
The advocates of bine and red rock for 
the concrete used in street work had a 
hearing before the Street Committee of the 
Board of Sttpervisors yesterday. A num- 
ber of contractors wiio own red rock quar- 
ries were present with their attorney, 
Charles A. Garter, to protest against the 
rattler test, to which an ordinance of the 
board forces contractors to submit their 
rock. 

They held that it was entirely unjust, 
as a certain kind of rock used by one tirm 
was the only kind that would stand the 
test though it was no better for concrete 
work than the stone from red rock quarries. 
They argued that the board should not 
shut out competition or advertise the wares 
of one lirm by continuing the test. 

Superintendent of Streets Ashworth was 
called upon for an opinion and said that 
he considered red rock eiiual if nor supe- 
rior to blue and al.so that he did not con- 
sider the rattler test as worth anything. 
He thought a test of the completed con- 
crete b/ compressors was the proper 
method of ascertaining the value of rock. 

Herman Scbnssler, the engineer of the 
Spring Valley Water Company, was of the 
opinion that if proper care was taken in 
the selection of the rock the red variety

TOn^T OP A TUMJ SH BBAUTT. 

Tbe Dressing of the Odalisque Is a Work 
of Fain and Care. 

The Eastern lady of high dejiree has, 
generally speaking, nothing to do. Katu- 
rally, therefore, much of her time in spent 
on her bath, on the braiding or licr h.tir 
and the donninp of triorious a).|i;:rol, says 
the New York A.lvprti.«or. The mo'-t en- 
joyable part of the day being that .if early 
iiKirninp, she rises early, somewhere about 
,'i o'clock, and having tised a mouth-wash 
of rose or lemon scented water, puts her- 
self into her maid's hand8 to Jiava her hair 
dressed. 

As a rule the hair is abundant, far below 
the waist, black .i^i niebt and soft as sillc. 
By way of pomade, a little oil made from 
aloe wood is put on and the whole put into 
one thick plait or coil and arranceil simply 
find quite !ow on thr ne k. .V.-corilinir to 
lMrwe;i!;li ■■■■ wiii \v(-,:--.i in i.i .!il or silver 
oniaiueiu^. i iie iiiuh i.s pr -j-.-red very hot, 
and over tliis ceremony, which ispwTtly a 
roligioiis observance ai- wf-11, the lady may 
spend two if not more hours. 

Soaps are not always used, bnt there ara 
unguents, pastes of all kinds, which the 
bathing women alone know how to maii- 
iptilate, and wliicli make the si'.in as soft as 
velvet. The sweetest of the pastes is one 
made of almonds and rose water, smooth 
to touch and agreeable to smell. It is not 
unusual to wash the face overnight with 
milk which has been curdled bv a squeeze 
of lemon. This is done in tbe liot weather 
to too! the face before retiring. 

In Constantinople the ladies often dye 
the hair an auburn tint by nsinK a paste 
more or less liquid called "lastic." "Ra»- 
tic" is said to contain a certain amount of 
green vitriol, but the ingredients used are 
kept a profound secret. 

In India the men often dye their beards 
a bright oraii).;e, and very qu :cr they loolc 
at times, when they drop in the 'wrong 
powder ami enier;:e fr.ini the dye bucket a 
pronounccil violet. The wnnen there 
rarely interfere witli nature as regard.^ 
their liair; lli.'V iir.-iir il lilaek. They, 
ho'.vevcr, ei'lor tii.ir tcfth mid their 
nails. Certain trili ^ stain their teeth biaclc 
or red. 

Their nails thev dye witli a species of 
myrtle leaf, the coV.r'of red ooher. Then 
the eyelashe.i have to be touched up. This 
is done by the use of an adhesive powder 
called "aooema." Booema imparts a soft- 
ness and brilliancy to the eyelashes, and is 
in many cases ail improvement. Perfumes 
are vi r; iiiiu h used, rubbed on the arms, 
face ami hands and on the draperies, but 
not oll'.-n • 11 tlic haii'ikrreliiei. In some 
places a poiui.'ie. into liie composition of 
which essence of roses enters, is frequently 
inserted into an egg-shaped bottle and car- 
ried about on the person. 

Irish Types. 

Three types, at least, are observable in 
the south' of Ireland — tirst, tbe dark 
Italian-looking felt, also found in Deron:

The dark aquiline type of Wales differs 
considerably from that of the Irish, and 
the Irish langttatre is nearer akin to ( 'Or- 
nish than to V.'eMi. The traditional Irish- 
man of caricature i.s not often seen in the 
south, though this type is not unknown 
even among the upper classes. 

The soft features and bright eyes of the 
modest peasant women present many va- 
rieties of beauty, and the mingle. 1 race of 
Cork and Kerry— fairer as a rule i!:un that 
of the far west — is as vigoroas as any in 
Scotland or' in Yorkshire. — ^Blackwood'a 
Magazine.

Oakland is overrun with thieves and 
burglars, and tba police seen utterly un- 
able to check the epidemic of crime. The 
thieves do not seem to be after money 
alone, for they carry off eyerything in 
sight that is portable, and there in no 
doubt that in one instance at least a horse 
and wagon were used to carry off the plun- 
der, as nearly a carload of stuff was re- 
moved. Neither do the gentlemen of the 
jimmy and dark lantern pick ui)on any 
particular quarter, for they have left their 
footprints in Bast and West Oakland and 
among the business honaes of Oakland 
proper. 

In only one instance has there been any- 
thin? near a capture, and that was on 
Monday morning last, when Special OfBcer 
Ayefs took a shot at a fleeing thief, who 
had a taik of silver plate on his back, 
stolen from tlie residence ol George Faulk- 
ner, on Alice street. Detectiye HoUand 
blames Ayers because he did not arrest the 
man when he saw him, instead of calling 
on him to halt and telling him he was an 
oflficer. 

This is the one instance in which there 
\v as almost a cajiture. There are many in- 
stances, however, in which the police are 
all at sea. 

Thursday night last the residence of 
Robert Johnson at Twelfth and Wood 
streets was entered while the iainiiV was 
away and money and valuables to the 
amount of $500 was stolm. The fa^nily 
Went out at 7 :30 P. u., and at 9r.u. a son 
of Mr. Jobnson came home and found the 
house in the utmost confusion.

The thieves secured a gold watch, four gold 
chains, three pairs of earrings, gold pins, 
cuff buttons and considerable moncv.

ABILITY OF LOCAL TALENT. 



It Is Displayed at Mus:c.\l En- 
tertainments AT THE Me- 
chanics' Paviuon. 



The assumption that San Francisco is 
musically a "jay" town is being disap- 
proved, so far as expenditure is concerned, 
by the American Concert band, which, un- 
der the direction of Alfred Uoiirnvieri. is 
producing music for all those wlvi \vi>h to 
hear music, and good music at that. Al- 
fred Roncovieri had detenuined that he 
would prove that San Francisco was not, 
musically, behind the provinces, no matter 
what the assertions might be that were 
made by outside authorities. 

The fact that San I'rnncij^co has to-day a 
band of 1(X) pieces which is in size second to 
but one that ever visited or rendered any 
numbers in this country is purely the re- 
sult of the local enthusiasm. When criti- 
eisiii' -vcre being made to the effect that 
San Francisco was "iay" in all its particu- 
lars and iu all its Iiabits, Mr. Roncovieri 
said: "I will bet any reasonable amount 
of money that I can pick up in San Fran- 
cisco a band of 100 pieces — equal in size to 
that of the famous GUmore band— and 
produce in this city music such as has not 
been beard in this city, and prove by the 
production that it is not in any sense a 
'jay' town." If it was "jay" at aJJ it would 
certainly be "jay" in music. 

It was upon this sociable bet that was 
based the present concert of tbe American 
band goinn on at the Mechanics' Pavilion. 
So largely does charity enter into the 
scheme that it almost ceased to be an ex- 
ample of .San Francisco's ai'iiie. i:iiiii!i of 
music. 

The days given to the French Hospital 
and the Mondays and -Saturdays given to 
various charitable organizations have 
proved the disinterestedness of the pro- 
moter of this scheme for the musical edu- 
cation of San Franciscans. 

Lest cbere should beany feeling on the 
part of the public that it was for tlieir edu- 
cation and not for their appreciation the 
illustralied numbers liavc been arranged. 
There are no chunks of Wagnerian music 
thrown at the audience in order to test 
their musical susceptibility. The musical 
schemes are legitimate and complete. 

Last night there was presented the "War 
Memories," by W. D. Reeves, which has 
been called for very often. Tbe musical 
plan consists in the distrihutidu around 
the Pavilion of a bugle corps. There is a 
reveille, then a call to guard, then guard- 
mount, the band meanwhile carrying out

the plan of the composer, and at the end 
"tattoo." This makes the Pavilion a mili- 
tary camp.

There is another representation of scenic 
music called the "Night Alarm." Up in 
tbe dome of the Pavilion there is a big 
bell, which sings out its note of "32." As- 
soon as the tones of the bell have sounded, 
the musicians cry "lire," and there is then 
thrown upon a screen the picture of an 
engine rushing from its house. The effect 
is realistic, and the following motifs 
show the various lights that the firemen 
have with thcirem niy, the hl.-ize. 

Aniitlii r mu-ii ,il study i.; t!:i' number 
called "The Naval itatlalioii March." This 
portrays an American man-of-war search- 
ing for an enemy, And the effect is pro- 
duced by a peculiar mechanical contrivance 
which makes tlit search light seem to come 
from the vessel portrayed on the screen 
and search around the" hall for possible 
friends or enemies. Mr. Roncovieri wrote 
this march. 

Besides the music, there is awa.v off in 
one corner a Turkish theater, and scattered 
here and there half a dozen booths with 
pref y atleiulant<. Each night brings a 
var in^; pro-raninie, aud it remains to be 
proved whether or not this scheme of local 
musical culture shall be adjudged a success. 

Over 6000 were in attendance at last 
night's concert. The immensity of the 
show is its great attraction. It is big— 
with a .size that goes with big trees and 
other Californian growths. Roncovieri is 
the most d.ishiiig and original of the great 
musical directors, and be is cutting a 
swath with his magnificent American Con- 
cert band that makes the sojourner from 
c.ilmer settiements stand and admire.

Cripples and Alms-Seekers May 
Be Kept Fhom Public 
Places. 



The street begKSTs of San Francisco are a 
disgrace to the commimity. Tliey are nn- 
Uwfnl parasites, and they are freqoehtly 
lawle^ They have become an eyesore to 
the inhabitants, and ther are shocking 
Bights to visitors. If the evil is allowed to 
continue, San Francisco will gain a repn- 
tation that will excel that of the beggar 
cities of Southern Europe. 

The maimer in which the blind, the 
maimed and the jiretpniled cripples have 
divided up tliis city in respect to stands 
wiicreat i.i ply tlieir inendicjincy liav 
reached si;ch a pitch that a ixr^. n c:in 
hardly ]iass a street corner without s'.ui- 
denly comiii!; upon a sight, iii>i only re- 
Toltinp to delicate women, bnt sickening 
to strong i!o 'I'Le \''i:nd liave their 
stationary Imaiion, Imt tliccripples hobble 
about, geltiiii; in llio way of persons so as 
to pnrposi ly Mock tlu ir path. If refused 
money, cnr^e> an>l frcipiently blows With 
crutches follow the demand. 

Few of the unfortunates are entitled to 
the charity they obtain. Most of them are 
criminals, or at least of a vicious nature. 
That a blind man could successfully com- 
mit a burglary and that a man with one 
leg and one arm could beat a strong man 
virtually to ileath are hard statements to 
believe, but such criminals arc now in the i 
State prison paying the penalty of their 
misdeeds. That the sight of a hideously 
blinded woman glaring up at a young lady 
would cause the latter to faint and nervous 
prostration result sounds lilce a tale of the 
imagination, but such an occurrence took 
place recently at the foot of the stairs lead- 
ing to a photograph gallery on Post street. 
Women arc trc4Ui ntly seriiiusly startled by 
the suiidcn appc.irancc of :i di'fi prnii il man, 
and men arc lt- .r.iy i ..-.i--. li liy tlie 
great army of criiijiies and wrecks who ac- 
cost, follow and persist in importiuing. 

This state of affairs would not exist if 
the laws were enforced. The indolent 
tramp who is too lazy to work would be 
imprisoned and the blind or crippled un- 
fortunate would be given a comfortable 
home either in a blind asylum or the alms- 
house j.roviiled the local oniinances were 
put into effect. The law is plain on the 
subject and if the police officers were only 
instructed to do their duty the streets 
would be cleared of its hideous sights and 
its vicious paupers within twenty-foor 
hours. Tile orders of the jwlice to "move 
on" wonld be ol)eye(l and this city would 
be rid of a most objectionable cla.'iS of im- 
ported parasites. 

Kve:; those deservini.' of charity would be 
far better off in a properly conilucteii alms- 
house than on the street. According to 
their own stories they eke out a most 
miserable existence, live in squalor on a 
few cents a day, clothe themselves in rags 
, and suffer for comforts furnished to even 
animals. The truth is that many of the 
nnfortunates have money saved up, while 
those who are in daily need are generally 
in that condition because of their own 
▼ices. Those vagrants of this class do not 
wish to be placed in a home Ijecause they 
could secure no liquor there, and as many 
are confirmed drunkards tliey strive hanl 
to keep out of the poorhonse. Still they 
occupy bunks in the City Prison or the 
almshotise more frequently than anywhere 
else. 

The better class annvng the blind, crip- 
pled and inllrm prefer the precarious ex- 
istence afforded by an "independent" 
mode of life to living- upon a regular 
ciiarity. tinder the thin disguise of sell- 
ing pencils they contend that they are not 
as much the objects of cluurity as if they 
were in the poorhouse. The truth is that 
they prefer the life of the streets and the 
eiiance to liave a glass of beer and whisky 
whenever they want it to the conhnement 
and the regular routine of a large charita- 
ble institution. It is the desire to do as 
they please which makes them all want to 
beg for a liviug. Therefore by the non- 
enfoicement of the law the streets are lit- 
tered witl^the hideously blind, the shock- 
ingly deformed and the sickeniMgly in- 
firm. 

The people pay taxes for the support of 
the.se unlortimates in an institution where 
comfort, good air and good food are sup- 
posed to lie given to them. Having once 
paid for their support many citizens ob- 
ject to contributing toward the i.a\iper s 
desire to drink and toward the mainten- 
ance of revolting spectacles on street cor- 
ners. 

There is a chance now for San Francisco 
to become a great city within a short time 
and progressive citizens object to exhibits 
of beggars which b ad visitors to believe 
that there is a very large pauper element 
here and that it is <iue to *general 
poverty in the land. This is not true, as 
naaxly every beggar has been imported 
fibm some other country. 

The police are often hindered in doing 
their duty by the false sympathies of some 
people. If a policeman arrest a beggar, be 
he blind or a drunken cripple, the crowd 
will often abuse the oflicer for inii-o-mg 
upon a poor unfortunate. The iniliri inan 
mlizes for once that he is a public ser- 
vant, and to oblige those possessed of false 
sympathies, at those devoid of sense, he 
tues his judgment and violates the law. 
The people do not understand that the ar- 
rested man is Ijeing taken into custody for 
his own good and for the public welfare. 
The beggars are a nuisance to the police, 
and the latter will be only too willing to 
run t)if mrndira'its o'f th<^ ^tn-ris when 
they !' h; . ■ ..I : ■ :•■ - allow- 



ing the vagrants and maimed to remain in 

public places. 

The majority of the beggars are cripples, 
and curiously enough these are given more 
money than the blind, though the loss of 
sight is considered the greater misfortune. 
Ptill the crijiple can look appealingly at a 
pas-. r-byand tlif blind man is virtually 
also dumb and deaf. Mo.st of the cripples 
have met with the loss of limbs through 
their own viciousncss. The majority when 
possessed of a sound body were tramps, 
who have fallen while drunk from brake- 
beams on trains and escaped with their 
lives by the loss of their limbs. This new 
physical deformity adds to their mental 
deformity, and they drift to large cities to 
become beggars and thieves. Nearly all 
their money goes for drink, and many of 
the constant "strikers" in this city are ad- 
dicted to the habit of drinking Chinatown 
gin, one drink of which puts a man into a 
semi-unconscious sleep for a couple of 
hours. When they descend to drinking 
Chinatown gin they are forever lost. 

.Some of the more liideous street tieggars 
have l)een arrested recently and others 
bay been driven away by Police Ofticcr 
I'eter Kichtcr. whose beat is on Kearny 
street, and who has made ,'i small crusade 
of his own. The almost blind organ grinder 
with a head and face of a dried skull, wh<> 
used to sit on corners along Kearny street, 
will be seen here no more. 

The drunken blind Indian "Andrew," 
with the sickening red eyeballs, wlio plays 
a harmonica and runs wililly through the 
streets, has been at the almshouse for two 
weeks. 

Two men, hardly more than boys, who 
arc to t'C M cii on the streets every few 
months, are about as good samples of mis- 
directed-charity receivers as any known; 
One of these boys is legless. The other 
stands behind him and plays an accordion. 
When they obfitin their day's contribu- 
tions they haunt the dives on Mission 
street and consort with the lowest whites 
and negroes, who mingle there together. 
Both of the boys have led abandoned lives 
for years. 

Three of San Francisco's most noted 
tieggars may never be seen here again. 
They are John Einlock, Joseph Caley and 
Dick Bannister. Bannister has been hva- 
islied. He is an armless man who plays a 
hand-organ. He wears leather bands on 
the stumps of his arms, and connects the 
handle of the organ with the stump of his 
right arm. Bannister became a loath- 
some drunkard and was compelled ti> leave 
the city. BaAnister created a sensation at 
San Jose once. He and three legless men 
did such a nourishing business in the Gar- 
den City that they planned a novel spree. 
The four cripples hired a foor-in-hand and 
drove to Moupt Hamilton, visited the Lick 
Observatory and got on a wild drunk after- 
ward. 

Joseph Caley is a bliml Mexican boy. 
He appears to be about Jo or !'."> years of 
age. He is short, but fairly stout in 
stature and is badly pockmarked. His 
habit was to stand in front of the White 
House on Post street. He would almost 
shut his sightless eyes, hold his hat in 
front of him and stand still for hours. He 
was always in bad odor with the police, as 
they frequently found him among gangs 
of petty thieves when raids would be made. 
It is this Mexican boy wh.j, though totally 
blind, robbed a store at midnight and got 
to his room, a mile from the scene of the 
robbery, and was then only caught by acci- 
dent. About three months ago Caley and 
Fred Lane, aged 17, went to a grocery- 
store on Post street. Caley opened the 
<loor with a skeleton key. Both entered 
the place and loaded themselves down 
with plunder. Caley was led back 
to his room on Montgomery 
avenue, near Kearny, and the boy started 
for his own room. Two i>oliceinen saw 
him, and as his action> were suspicious 
they searched him. They found some of 
the stolen goods and Lane became so 
scared he betrayed his companion. One of 
the policemen went to Caley's room and 
there he found a number of whisky bot- 
tles, some boxes of cigarettes and other 
plunder. The trial of the two burglars 
came off before Superior Judge Bahrs two 
weeks ago. The blind Mexican burglar 
and tempter of younger boys was con- 
victed and sentenced to four years' impris- 
onment in San yuentin. The Lane boy 
was sent to the Pre8t<Hi Industrial 8chooi. 

The most vicious beggar known to the 
police of San Francisco is now in San 
(Juenlin serving a term of five years for 
assault to murder. He is John Kinlock, 
and was seen daily on the streets of San 
Francisco until three years ago. Kinlock 
had only one leg and one arm. But the 
stump of his right leg was a dangerous 
weapon. Kinlock's right leg was cut off at 
the knee. With this stomp Kinlock, while 
standing on crutches, wonld strike men 
vicious blows in the abdomen, almost de- 
priving them of sensibility through exces- 
sive pain. Kinlock s habit was to walk 
the streets, get in the way of men and 
women and keep there as long as possible, 
K inlock was more or less under the in- 
llucice of li.juor all the time, except dur- 
ing the many periods following his arrest. 
When refnsed money on the street he 
would hit men with the stump of his leg 
or his crutch, snd to women who passed 
him by no language was too revolting for 
him to use. He was feared by Iiis com- 
rades, even the able-bodied ones. He was 
often suspected of committing petty 
crimes, such as "rollinir" <lrunks, bnt the 
police never succeeded in catchinghim im- 
til one night three years ago. Kinlock and 
Tom Barry induced a drunken man who 
had money on him to leave a Barbary 
Coast saloon and go with them to Gold 
street, a little alley near the corner of 
Jackson and Sansomc streets. As soon as 
the trio were in a dark spot Kinlock hit the 
victim over the head with his crutch and 
felled him to the ground. He then beat 
the man into in'-ioisibility and left him for 
dead, after taking all the money and val- 
uables in his clothes. Kinlock was con- 
victed and sentenced to five years' impris- 
onment. It was a light sentence as Kin- 
lock's victim never fully recovered. He 
was an employe at the Presidio and made 
money by lending sumsat high rates of in- 
terest. Since the beating and robbery the 
man has been unable to wprk and his mind 
has been so deranged that he has become 
very weak mentally as well as jihysically. 

A COMPLETE AHD POSITIVE LAW. 

Beggars and' Unsightly Perions Prohibited 
Prom th« Straett. 
The law regarding the cases of beggars, 



whether they be infirm, Vtliml, crippled or 
unsightly, is very plain. The law was 
made for the purpose of keeping beggars 
aiid fakirs oS the street, and the Alms- 
tiouae was created for the purpose of giv- 
ing the unfortunates a home. This home 
is supposed to be cimducted in a better 
way than any of the places where the 
beggars exist. The people are taxed for 
the support of the poor, and there is no 
reason why such siehts as are to be seen 
about the streets daily should be inflicted 
tipon the community. The mendicants 
should not be sent to jail or the 
Almshouse for a few days or weeks 
and then he allowed to return to the 
street corners again. Section 2!) of the 
general orders of the Board of Supervisors, 
entitled "To prohibit street-liegging and 
to restrain certain persons from api>earing 
in streets and public places," reads as 
follows : 

No person shall, either directly or indirectly, 
whether by look, word, sign or deed, practice 
begging or mendicancy in or on any of the 
streets, highways or thoroughfares of the city 
and county of San Fraacisoo, nor In any public 
place. 

On the conviction of any person for practic- 
ing mendicancy or begging. If It shall appear 
that such person is witbout means of support 
and infirm and physically unable to earn a 
support and livelihood, or Is, for any cause, a 
proper person to be inaintnined nt the Alms- 
house, such person may lie committed toitbe 
Almshouse.. 

Any person who is diseased, maimed muti- 
lated or in any way deformed, so as to he an 
unsightly or disgusting object, or an Improper 
j person to be allowed in or on the street.i, high- 
ways, thorough fiires or public places in this city 
and eotmty. shall not therein or thereon ex- 
l>oso himseli or herself to public view.

Henry J. Powell's Hiaery After Amassing 
Considerable Wealth. 
The most painful object on the streets is 
the most prominent one. Henry J. Powell, 
lietter known as the "paralyzed old xylo- 
phone player," whose stand has been for 
years at the comer of Sutter and Kearny 
streets, is a good example of what contin- 
uous professional begging makes of an tin- 
fortunate. For many years the white- 
haired man has been seen daily by thou-

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sands. He was never an object that pro- 
duced anything but pain and pity, and at 

the present time he presents a sight that is 
almost sickening. 

He struggles dai ly from his room to 
some place along Kearny street. He can 
hardly drag bis distorted legs along the 
ground. Foot is moved after foot in the 
slowest manner, while the face of the old 
man peers up into the conntenances of 
passers-by with a look on it that is evi- 
dence of the greatest mental and physical 
suffering. He no longer plays the xylo- 
phone, as his hands are too ba<lly alllict- 
ed. His daily actions are generally 
the same. After painfully dragging hini- 
self to his stand be sits down, rubs his 
aching hands with liniment, and then 
overcome with that peculiar stupor of old 
age which foretells death he falls asleep. 
The policemen on Kearny street have to 
raise him up and awaken him frequently, 
and they expect to pick up a corji.se 
some day. Though possessed of wealth 
Powell has no enjoyment of it. Having 
been swindled all Iiis life he is fearful for 
that which he has left, and though he is 
still rich enough to secure comfortable 
quarters he lives in a dingy hole, eats but 
a mouthful and drags himself out to gain 
a few dimes. 

Henry .Joseph Powell is an Englis hman, 
72 years of age, and claims to have been a 
partial cripple from birth. He attempted 
to make a success in business in different 
Eastern cities, but never gained much of a 
start. About thirty years ago he went to 
Montiina, a pioneer, and pr.jspered. After 
having been swindled out of considerable 
money, as well as a partially developed 
gold claim, he came to this city, 
as his alUiction had increased rap- 
idly. He spent a small fortune in 
trying to cure his paralysis. but 
faded. Health and money " gone he 
wan in dc pair. One day tweiity-two years 
ago he went to the corner of Sutter and 
j Kearny streets, and he began a life of beg- 
ging. Powell made money rapidlv, and 
transferred his stand to old MeiggsWharf. 
There twenty years ago all who pas.sed 
him gave him something, and many times 
handfuls of coin were dropped into his 
hat. But the constant sitting brought on 
rheumatism, iind Powell s ills increased 
with his wealth. Still he liven like a 
mi.ser and hoarded. Nearly every time he 
would invi'st his money" he would be 
robbed. Times have become so dull now 
and he has lost so much money Powell is 
anxious to get into some home where he 
can secure good treatment for the remain- 
der of his days, which will probablv bo 
few. 

Powell lives at the Coso House, a low- 
priced place on Sansome street, near Sac- 
ramento. He occupies a little room about 
the size of a box. In this he sleeps, cooks, 
eats and lives. He makes his bed and at- 
tends to his room himself. All the time 
he is not on the street he is in this room. 

Attempts have been made liy persons 
taking a kindly interest in the old fellow 
to get liim to return to England, where he 
has a si.ster. Though wishing for a home, 
he still hates to leave his ini-crable sur- 
roundings and i.ainful daily begging. He 
has a large number of people as regular 
contributors. Some give him 10 cents a 
uay, others U5 or oO cents a week. In the 
past a large numl>er of persons used to 
give him 91 every Monday morning. 

About twelve years ago he lost $5000 
through the purchase of a ranch in Santa 
Cruz County. He got into a lawsuit, 
which he won, l^ut he was swindled out of 
his money. He still owns a ranch 
in the Santa Cruz Mountains whicli is 
worth 12300 to $2.^))X). Powell accuses L, J. 
Ewell, the dairyman, of defrauding him 
out of tl.^OO, and has instructed his attor- 
ney, Josepli Napthaly of Xapthaly, Freid- 
enrii h it Ackcrman, to bring suit tore- 
cover the money. Ewell kept the Coso 
Honse- for many years. Powell has lived 
there for the last eleven years, so the two 
became well acquainted. ICwell induced 
I'owell to put il.suO in the stock of the 
Kwell X. L. Dairy Bottled Milk Companv. 
He receiveil a few dividends, but now lie 
can get neither dividend nor principal 
and accuses Swell of swindling. Besides 
ilia ranch in Santa Cmz.CoimtyTowell has 



about $2000 in bank in this citv. Xeither 
Powell nor his "banker." Charles S. Fech- 
hcimer of the Plaza stores, 70<i Kearnv 
street, will tell just what Powell has, but 
state that it is about that sum. Mr. Fech- 
heimer has taken care of tlie old man's 
money for ten years and is now trying to 
make arrangements to get him from his 
miserable surroundings to a place of quiet 
and comfort. Some people incline to the 
behef that Powell ownes a oonsiderslile 
interest in Fechheimer's store. 

"PEOPHET" AIID HIB PROPESTY. 

An Italian Organ-Grinder of the Weil-Known 
Old Style. 

Pietro Zazzi is a beggar of the old style. 
He is a genuine Italian organ-grinder, and 
has plied that vocation for twenty years. 
He has traveled all over the coast and has 
made a large amount of money. He now 
lives at Greenwich street, near Stock- 
ton. He owns the |dace, but it is mort- 
gaged. He also owns a house and lot en

Third avenue, near California street. This 
is mortgaged to the City Building and 
Loan Society, but Zazzi is l aying up the 
installments rapidly. He ai^o has a lot 
on California street, near Maple, in his 
wife's name. There is a small mortgage 
on this. He is supposed to have many 
more interests. Zazzi has given his atten- 
tion to grinding the organ along streets in 
the Western Addition. When lie goes out 
he alwavs wears a cap upon which is the 
word "l'ro)diet." Hut Za/zi <locs not go 
out a great deal now. He is years of 
age and is able to rc^t. 

DEBASED WKEOK OF A MAN. 

Andrew Eaiiell, a Froien Horwegian, a 

Chronic Drnnkard. 
Andrew Hassell, a Korwcgian, is an ugly- 
looking beggar, whose feet were frozen off 
in Alaska. He now walks around on his 

kiiccs, carrying a number of trinkets in a 
ba-ki t. Hi- ai'penl,i!i' e is aj.iinst him. his 
bloated face showing constant dissipation.

Hassell, crippled and a beggar, manages to 
provide for himself and a woman known as 
isellie Mullins. They live in a room in the 
notorious Jessie-street lodging house. Thev 
are nearly always drunk, continnallv fight- 
ing, and they would not be toIera"te<f in 
any other kind of house than that in 
which they now live. It is one in which 
the vilest of all classes consort, negroes and 
whites together. Hassell is a debased 
wietch, upon w hom charity is badly mis- 
spent. 

KEPT BY A BLIBD WIPE. 

A. J, Wbitebonse Loafs Wbile Sis Batter 

Half Begs. 

Perhaps the most shameful case of street 
mendii ancy is that of Mrs. M. L. White- 
house. It is not shameful on her part, but 
on that of her husband, who lives upon the 
earnings of his blind wife. Mrs. White- 
house is 50 years of age and has been 
blind since childhood. She married her 
present 4iusband, A. J. Whitehouse, eight 
years ago in Kansas City, Mo., where she 
has relatives. It is probable Whitehouse, 
who is younger than his jfife, married the 
blind woman so: as to liV« npon her beg- 
ging. He lies aromid their two little rooms

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111 the third story of a rooksr y in the rear 
of 344 Third street whUe his wUe 
is out at work. He pretends to be ilL He 
often allows his wie to come h ome«Ioiie, 



as she can distinguish objects dimly. 
Whitehouse cooks, makes beds, etc., but 
be is too lazy to carry out the organ with 
which his wife used to attract attention. 
He also states it is too much bother for 
him to purchase pencils or trinket- for his 
wife to sell. Mrs. Whitehouse, attired in 
shaker bonnet, plaid apron and plain dress, 
generally sits on a camp stool on Post 
street near Kearny or on Kearny, near 
Market. She complains of her treatment 
by her husband, and says he scolds her 
dreadfully if she does not bring home much 
money. 

PEAHK PHELPS' WRECKED LIFE. 

A Disgnsting Bpeotaole to Be Seen on Bea- 
tanrant Steps. 

A disgusting, sickening sight is presented 
by Frank Phelps, a man of 28 whose atllic- 
tions are the result of his dissipation ami 
misspent early life. He generally reclines 
on the steps near the entrances to the res- 
taurants of the-Center Market at the corner 
of Grant avenue and . -Gutter streets. Hero 
he lies writhing in assumed agony, expos- 
ing the stump of an arm and uttering 
groans, which if ever genuine are fnmi his 
desire to get whisky or morphine as he is a 
"hypo" liend by reputation. He begs in 
piteous tones for passers-by to purchase a 
pencil. As soon as he gets a dime he 
slowly picks himself up and walks raoiilly 
and firmly to a neighboring saloon. Wbeii 
he returns to his place on the steps he 
whines out a tale of paralyzed legs to all 
whom lie may attract. This constitutes his 
work of the day. ,\t night he takes 
up a stand in front of some 
restaurant, and with twisted limbs and 
distorted lace bogs f<ir a dime with which 
to get something to eat. After the restau- 
rant closes he becomes a "striker" on the 
street, and later goes to one of the numer- 
ous beer saloons near the old City Hall, 
where he nvcts congenial spirits. There 
the proceeds of the day are spent in "lilling 
up" on steam beer, until the money being 
pone he goes to sleep in a chair or walks 
down to the City Prison and begs for a 
night's lodging. Occasionally he saves 
enough out of the beer money to pay for a 
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bed in a I.5-cent lodging. Phelps claims 
that he was a newsiioy in the East. While 
in .'^alina, Kans., seven years ago he at- 
temi>ted to jump on a train on which he 
was news agent. He fell und.T it ami had 
his left hand cut off. His huiiie, he claims, 
is in Belleville, 111, 



LIFE OP A BLIND SOOTGHMAlir. 

Con Xo&ragor Finds Plaasnra Among Diaio- 
Inte Oompaniona. 

Con McGregor is a Scotchman who is not 
s.atisfied with the dollar or two he makes 
selling i>apers at the entrance to the ferry 
in the morning, hut he also sells pencils 
and begs occasionally. MeCiegor is cer- 
tainlv blind in one eye and claims to be 
blind in l)oth, though the left eye ajipears 
perfect. McGregi>r livcil for a long time 
with a depraved woman in St. Charles 
place, and the two became noted for their 
drunken orgies. 

McGregor now lives on Xatoma street and 
the little blonde woman who is with him 
makes the neighborhood lively when she 
starts on one of her sprees. McGregor has 
the reputation of being a man of irritable 
temperament and is generally disliked 
among his acquaintances. 

AMHIE BABEY'S WEETCHED LIFE, 

A Woman Wlio Claims to Be Nearly a Oen- 
tsaariaa. 

Annie Barry is one of the .female wrecks 
that float about the city begging for alms. 
She is a little Irish woman with yellowish 
•white hair and claims to be 95 years of age. 
Notwithstanding this she is a drunkard 
and an inmate of the notorious den 
known as the .Tcssie-st reet loilging-house. 
Annie Harry holihUs along painfully and 
with an agonized and drawn face extends 
her palm lor aid. She was a housekeeper 
for prominent families some years ago, but 
recently she has spent her time niostlv be- 
tween the jail and the almshou-e, the lat- 
ter place being one which she declares has 
lieen badly conducted daring the past 
three years. 

BKEAD-WINNEB FOE MANY. 

Fernand Dehoas Grinds an Organ With Pe- 
cuniary Sncoess. 
Fernand Deboas is the support for at 
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least two men, and it is probable that a 
whole family receives the major part of bis 
gatherings. Deboas is the nged Belgian 
who sits in front of the City of I'aris and 
grinds "Two Little Girls in Blue" out of an 
organ all day long. About it p. m. a slouchv 
Frenchman comes for the old blind mail. 
They go to Dick vender Mahden's grocery, 
at the corner of Mission and Fourth streets, 
leave the organ, drink lieer for an hour or 
so and then take the Castro-strcet cars so 
as to get as near as possible to the home of 
Peter Valle, a pretended musician, who, 
with a wife and four children, lives on 
Ocean road, opposite Alvarado street, on 
the eastern slope of Twin Peaks. Valle 
owns the property, and claims to have an 
income from some source in Chicago. The 
whole party came from Chicago just before 
the Midwinter Fair opened, and the only 
visible source of income has been the old 
organ-grinder. Seven years ago Fernand 
was the support of three professional beg- 
gars in Kansas City, Mo. When Fernand 
did well the man and a woman with him 
would go on a spree, leaving the third one, 
a crippled girl, to starve. 

BLIND FOB TWENTY YEABS. 

Ttaak Aaaan Lives la a Hovel Almost 
Heglaotad. 

Frank Amann has been twenty years a 
beggar on the streets of San Francisco, and 
is supposed to Iiave considerable money 



laid away. He sits bare-headed all day on 
Grant avenue, near Geary street. At night 
a man, whom he pays 30 cents »day to 
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lead him b.ick ami forward, comes for him 
and takes him to a hovel in St. Charles 
place, off Kearny street, near Broadway, 
where the lowest class of women and the 
most criminal men abound. Amann, 
though totally blind, cooks his supper on 
a coal-oil stove. He has a few friends to 
meet him occasionally in the evening to 
talk to him. Some of' these friends are in- 
trusted with Amann's savings. Amann 
is an Alsatian, 60 years of age. 

AN IMPOETED PEOFESSIONAL, 

Joseph Heid^sbnrg Chaiged His Qroands 
Prom Paris BeosBtly. 

A good sample of the imported mendi- 
cant is Joseph Hei iesburg, an aged French- 
man. Old Heidffshurg plies his vocation 
at night iirincipally, when he has nearly a 
clear lield to him.self, though he is often to 
be seen out on Saturday and Sunday after- 
noons. Hi.- favorite haunt is on theucprth 
side of Post street, near Kearny, where he 
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sits under the arc lights of the White 
House. Here he remains with a bent 
head, and twisting about a concertina, 
which makes doleful, wheezing soumis, 
that arc interrupted every few seconds by 
a loud squeak, which he draws from the 
torture<l instniment by the exercise of a 
little extra vigor. Hcidesburg's aupear- 
ance is that of a bundle of rags, with an 
upturned hat jilaced in fn'iit of it on the 
sidewalk. At times ho goi s to the west 
side of Grant avenue, south of the corner 
of Geary street, and again he can be seen 
at some dark spot on Montgomery street. 

Heidesburg is neither blind, crippled nor 
ill, though he pretends to have all those 
complaints. He is a somewhat stoutly 
built Frenchman, 60 years of age, who was 
brought to this country about three years 
ago by an uncle who lives at Kedwood 
City. He entered upon the life of a beg- 
gar, which he had followed professionally 
in Paris, though pretending to be a 
butcher. 

Heidesburg occupies a small room at the 
Hotel des Alpes, 621 Pacific street. He 
has no friends or relatives in this city, and 
leiids a miserable existence. He cooks his 
own meals in his room, seldom leaves it in 
the daytime and at night prowls along 
Kearny street to his ahossn post. He is 
poverty stricken and leads an uneventful 
life. 

SEOSEFIT HBS. JANE SEAT. 

A Old Woman Who Needs Conataat Oars and 

Attention. 

Mrs. Jane Shay, who claims to be 80 
years of age, and looks it. sells matches 
every day in front of the Academy bf 
Sciences. She lives at 255 Minna street 
with Mrs. Mary Moore, a widow of 65, who 
is said to have sonie kind of an income. 
Mrs. Shay was a workingwomaii, but now 
she is unable to even help herself about. 
For the last five years she has sold matches. 
She has three granddaughters in this citv, 
but they are unable or unwilling to help 
her. Mrs. Moore cooks the old woman's 
meals for her. Mrs. Shinr was at tiie Alms- 
house once, but complains of the treat- 
ment there. 

TWO SBBTITUIE OLD BSL&IAS8. 

Jolisua de Spiegelesre Begs fwHsr Biek 

Hnaband. 

Johanna de Spiegelecre, a withered old 
Belgian woman, sits all ilay long in front 
of the Pacihc Postal Telegraph Company's 
oflice on Market street, and with the little 
money she gets she keeps herself and her 
sick husband from starvation, Peter de 
Spiegelecre came to this country over 
twenty years ago with a few humired dol- 
lars. For several years he sold leail pen- 
cils, making a precarious living. He was 
taken sick several weeks ago and his wife 
now goes out in his place. The two live 
in two rickety rooms in the rear of 42 Jes- 
sie street. The wife is h2 years old and the 
husbanil is three months younger. Thev are 
almost destitute, but thc old man cries if 
the Almshouse is mentioned to him. He 
had $50 in the People's Home Savings 
Bank. He has withdrawn and received UI 
dividends a total of ^14. 



THE HAPPIEST BE8 QAB VS TOWI. 

Robert H. Karris Kora Batistsd Legless 
Than When 'Whole. 

The happiest beggar on the street is 
Robert N. Morris, a legless pencil-seller, 

who is to be seen daily in front of the 
store of (VConnor, Moffatt A Co., or that 
of D. Samuels, on I'o-t street, between 
Grant avenue and K.-.irn.v. Morris can- 
didly .idmits bavin made . juite a sum out 
of the sympathies of the women who trade 
on I'osl street, and declares he does not 
need much assistance. He presents a 
shocking sight, as both his legs are entirely 
off and he stands on two short stumps. His 
head and botiv are those of a finelv built 
man of nniMie-age. and as he iircsents a 
neat appearance many persons think he is 
a man who once occupied a high place in 
society. The resnlt is that he gathers in 



many dimes. Ten years ago Morris, whoso 
liome is in Chico, was a drunken brakemun 
about Sacramento, according to his own 
story, and it took all his monev to keep 
him in liquor. One day he tried to jump 
on a train and fell under it and had 
both legs cut off. For the past ten 
years he has ki:o, l f 1 about the United 
States', beggin..' ii: ■. iie principal cities. 
He made in re i '■r^::ing than by brak- 
ing. He tr.ive • i much and spent all of 
his surplus inou, y forwhisky. Heclaimsto 
have c}uit (irinking to excess over two years 
ago, just before he went to the World's 
Fair at Chicago. Morris, when spoken to, 
hands the questioner a neatly written card 
which has upon it his name and bis ad- 
dress, which shows he lives at the Bonanza 
lodging-house on Market street, opposite 
the B.ildw;n Hotel. He eats in the Palace 
r.estaurant, underneath In- lodging-house. 
Morris is a very inde|..-:i.l,.nt fellow. He 
laughs at being placed in a home or the 
Almshonse and travels wherever hu incli- 
nations direct him^ 

QUIET PEEPETEATOR OP PBATO. 

Joseph Zen Does Not Posaeis Four HothailsH 
Children. 

One ot the many .impositions on the 
public without much of a history is .loseph 
Zen, a Swiss. He generally sunds silently 
in front of Sherman A Clay's, on Kearny 
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street. A badge announcing that he has 

four motherlesschildren to support is upon 
his breast. Zen lost his sight about two 
years ago. He has no motherlesschildren 
or any relatives at all. He lives at the San 
Gottardo Hotel, 5U Broadwav, opposite 
the County Jail. A hired guide takes Zen 
about town.' Zen leads a qniet, aneventfol 
life. 

THE OASE OF JOHH BOOTT. 

Thoagh Blind, He Walks the Straats ia 

Safety. 

John Scott, alias "John Adam, the 
Scotchman," is one of the few blincl men 
with an uneventful life. For the hint few- 
years he has stood at the corner of Post 
street and Grant avenue. Scott claims 
that in 1880 his eyesight was destroyed and 
his rieht arm blown off by a blast in a coal 
mine in New Mexico. For seven years he 
could see a little. Then bis e.ves gave ont. 
Scott has a room at the Pacific lodging- 
house, on I^eidesdorff street, and eats at 
the AVhat Cheer House. Though totally 
blind, Scott finds his way from his lodg- 
ings to his stand. He sevar aaawta adut 
any accidents except fallinK into 
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ments through open traps. On two occa- 
sions he nearly lost his life. Scott is a 
steady man, and though his face may be 
said to be a bard-looking one, be is better 
than the average blina man. He hmij 
makes ont a living. 

HAEST THE HACKMAN'S CASE. 

He Has Passed an Uneventfal Life for Fonr« 
teen Years. 
Another blind man with an tuieventful 
life is Harry Mcl.aughlin, theei-hackman. 
He grinds a broken-down organ in front of 
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the pla/.a opposite tlo- old Ciiy Hallallday 
and at night he goes lo tlie i is'^orn House, 
a resort for low chara^ i. r-, which adjoins 
the Bella Union on Ke.irnv .-treet. ilarry 
eats at the International Hotel. He earns 
a fair living, has a little money and only a 
horse and wagon could get him to the 
AlmBhoose. He !ia- been blind for four- 
teen years. ^
